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WHAT CONGRESS IS DOING 


THE ELECTORAL COUNT AND THE 
PENSION BILL. 


‘ACTION ON THE CAUCUS ELECTORAL RESOLU- 
TION DELAYED BY REPUBLICAN OBJEC- 
TIONS — A STRONG EFFORT TO PUSH 
THROUGH THE SIXTY SURGEON BILI-— 
THE PONCAS AND THEIR WOES. 


Wasurneton, Feb. 1.—In the Senate this 
morning, Mr. Morgan obeyed the instructions 


of the Democratic caucus by reporting Mr. 
Ingalis’s resolution as amended by the com- 
mittee on the state of the law concerning the 
count of the Electoral votes. The resolution 
had been amended out of existence, and the 


resolution reported was the substitute agreed 


upon by the caucus, It provides for a joint 


meeting in the hall of the House, for the ap- 
pointment of tellers to make a list of the 
votes, for an announcement of the _ re- 
Bult by the President of the Senate, 
and for such a deciaration of the votes of 


Georgia as shall not decide the Constitutional 
question arising in regard to them, in this 
way avoiding the creation of a precedent for 
future action in like cases. The total, includ- 
ing Georgia, and the total without Georgia, 
nre to be announced, with a statement that in 
either case Gen. Garfield has been elected. 
Mr. Morgan asked for the immediate consid- 
eration of the resolution. In presenting it he 
had made it a report from the Committee on 
Electoral Count, of which he isChairman. Mr. 
Edmunds said that Mr. Teller and himself 
were members of that committee, but had 
received no invitation to be present 
at the meeting in which this resolution 
had been framed, and upon his objection 
the resolution went over until to-morrow. Mr. 
Thurmaz quite earnestly declared that there 
had been no formal meeting of the committee 
or its members last night. The truth seems to 
be, although Mr. Thurman did not say so, that 
the caucus resolution had been made into the 
report of the committee without the trifling 
formality of a committee meeting. It is prob- 
able that the amended resolution will be called 
up for consideration to-morrow and held be- 
fore the Senate continuously until disposed 
of, in accordance with the decision of 
the Democratic caucus. There is no 


doubt of its passage by the Senate, and there 
seems to be no disposition in the House to hin- 
der its passa by that body by factious op- 
position. The Republicans regard the resolu- 
tion as comparatively harmless, affirming no 
principle, and making no declaration that 
would in any way interfere with the count 
and proclamation of the Electoral vote in the 
future. As the Democrats seem willing to 
substitute this negative resolution for the sus- 
picious Morgan-Bicknell resolutions now pend- 
ing before the House, the Republicans are dis- 
posed to permit its adoption in order to ayoid 
further controversy over the count and pro- 
mulgation of the result of the last Presidential 
election. 

The attempt to secure the adoption of the 
Sixty Surgeon bill as an amendment to the 
Pension Appropriation bill in the Senate to- 
day, caused an earnest debate, which had only 
begun when the Senate went into executive 
session. The regular bill is in the hands of 
Mr. Booth and the Sixty Surgeon bill in_the 
hands of Mr. Withers, Chairman of the Pen- 
sion Committee, and Mr. Davis, of West Vir- 

nia, of the Appropriations Committee. Mr. 

eller at the outset objected to the pro- 
posed amendment on tke ground that 
tt was general legislation, which cannot 
under the rules be attached as an amend- 
ment to an appropriation bill, The Chair 
was of opinion that the point of order was 
well taken, but preferred to allow the Senate 
to decide. Pending the decision, the Sixty 
Surgeon bill was explained. Mr. Withers said 
that some radical change in the pension busi- 
ness was needed. There were about 300,000 
rases not yet adjudicated, and unlimited addi- 
tions to the force would not cause more than 
25,000 cases to be adjudicated in one year under 
the present system. The evidence in these 
cases was ex parte, and two or three rascals in 
collusion could prepare a case which might 
pass the authorities. The claim agents 
opposed this bill, and this he mentioned 
as an argument in its favor. Mr. Davis, 
of West Virginia, produced the figures sent 
to him by Commissioner Bentley, which have 
already been published, and placed them be- 
fore the Senate. In order to maintain his 
reputation as a mathematical expert, he intro- 
duced some novel computations of his own, 
saying that there were still on the pension 
rolls 10,000 veterans of the war of 1812, more 
than 60 years after the close of that war. He 
predicted that for the coming 6C years the 
Government would be compelled to pay an 
average of $40,000,000 annually to pensioners 
of the late war, or a total of $2,400,000,000. 
This caused Gen. Logan to laugh heartily, and 
to characterize the prediction as absurd. In- 
asmuch as the average age of the pensioners 
was now 43 years, the.” could not be expected 
to live for 60 years to come. Mr. Davis then 
touched upon the subject of fraudulent 
pensions, saying that the Commissioner 
2alculated that such pensions took 35,000,000 
annually from the Treasury. This excited 
Geu. Logan, who opposes the Sixty Surgeon 
bill, and he demanded the evidence of such 
frauds on the part of veterans, saying that 
the Commissioner should not make such a 
statement without proof to supportit. In re- 

ity to Gen. Logan’s very earnest remarks, Mr. 

avis said he had heard thunder be- 
fore, and thunder that had more 
in it. Tho General replied that no thunder 
of any importance had ever come from 
Mr Davis. He then proceeded to argue that the 
Commissioner had sufffcient power to prevent 
fraud under existing laws, and said that the 
real difficulty was the incompetence of the 
Commissioner to administer the law. Mr. 
Cameron, of Wisconsin, came to Mr. Bentley’s 
rescue and declared that the Commissioner 
was competent to be Secretary of the Interior, 
or even President of the United States. Mr. 
Thurman found the debate so interesting that 
he wanted it to be continued before a full Sen- 
ate, and, therefore,’moved for an executive 
session. 

The Poncas are beginning to be regarded as 
unfortunate, because they have Mr. Dawes for 
as champion. The Senate is tired of his ha- 
rangues on all branches of the subject, and 
does not conceal its weariness. Mr. Kirkwood 
repled to Mr. Dawes this morning, and Mr. 
Dawes then persisted in again teliing the story 
and in singing the many virtues of Big Snake 
through pages of testimony. The inclination 
to turn to other business became very plain in 
the Senate before he had finished, and was 
shown in a manner which was hardly in ac- 
cordance with the Senate’s usual courtesy. 
The sentiment of at least one Senator was 
shown when Gen. Logan failed, after Mr. 
Dawes had finished, to get up his bill for plac- 
ing Gen. Grant on the retired list. He re- 
marked that the Senate re ood to take up the 
bil], as it had been willing to listen for an hour 
to something he would cail an argument about 
a dead Indian, and upon a question that was 
not before the Senate. : 

The Committee on Printing reported this 
morning, through Senator Anthony, that it 
was inexpedienf to print a new edition of the 
20,000 copies of the medical and surgical his- 
tory of the war for distribution. This dis- 
pleased Senator Withers, and therefore Mr. 
Anthony remarked that_the proposed edition 
would cost $120,000. Mr. Withers said that 
the money would be well spent. Hundreds of 
degen bad come to him for them and had 

en willing to buy’ them, but could not. 
There was an interesting debate upon a similar 
question yesterday in the Senate, before the 
passage of a resolution providing for the print- 
ing of 3,000 copies of Hayden’s atlas of Col- 
orado, at a cost of $10,500. Mr. Thurman and 
others denounced the ordinary manner of dis- 
tributing valuable documents, and advocated 
the sending of copies to all public libraries 
and the sale of copies to those who wish to buy 
them. It wssshown that copies of Govern- 
ment publications can be bought by outside 
persons at cost, with 10 per cent. added, but 
only when those who wish to buy have given 
notics that they wish to do so before the doc- 
nments have been published. This provision, 
oi ccurse. renders the privilege almost worth- 


less. Mr. Anthony said that the committee 
had repeatedly reported resolutions for setting 
aside volumes for sale, but had been repeatedly 
voted down in the Senate. He was advised to 


try again,

THE SUPREME COURT VACANCY. 


STRONG REASONS AGAINST MR. MATTHEWS’S 
NOMINATION—HIS RAILROAD RECORD. 

‘ WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—The consideration 

by the Senate Committee on the Judiciary of 


the nomination of Mr. Stanley Matthews to be 


Associate Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court has been informal, but some facts have 


leaked from the committee-room which indi- 
cate that the nomination will remain hung up 
in the committee until about the middle of 
February. The causes of this delay are some- 
what peculiar. There is no question among Sen- 


ators as to the personal fitness or professional 


capacity of Mr. Matthews. Mention has been 


made by the Democrats of the fact that Mr. 
Matthews was of counsel for the Republican 
side during the Electoral count, and some of 
them sneeringly inquire whether the pending 
appointment to the Supreme Bench is part of 


the fee, but it is safe to say that if no other or 
weightier objections than this were under con- 


sideration Mr. Matthews would have been con- 
firmed before now. The real issue between Mr. 
Matthews and the Senators who are consider- 
ing his nomination, dates back to the long ses- 
sion of the Forty-fifth Congress, and grows 
out of the struggie over the Pacific Railroad 
Funding bill, r. Matthews appeared in that 
contest as the leader on theside of the rail- 
roads, whose interests he defended from begin- 
ning to end with much ability. It happens 
thatof the Senators composing the present 
Judiciary Committee, a decided majority were 
ardent advocates of the Pacific Railroad Fund- 
ing bill, and the Chairman was its author. 
These Senators are Messrs. Thurman, McDonald, 
Garland, Edmunds, and Davis of Illinois, 
every one of whom, at some stage of the bill in 

uestion, hada tilt with Mr. Matthews. It is 
therefore natural that the present Judiciary 
Committee should view with a critical eye the 
appointment of Mr. Matthews to the tribunal 
upon whose decisions may depend the effect of 
this bill, and in fact the vitality of the generic 
principle of the power of the Government over 
corporations created by it, for which the Sen- 
ators who advocated the Funding bill con- 
tended. 

When the railroad companies tested the con- 
stitutionality of the Funding bill, it was af- 
firmed by five Justices, three dissenting and 
one not acting. ‘The five Justices who affirmed 
were Messrs. Waite, Miller, Swayne, Clifford, 
and Harlan. The three dissenting Justices 
were Bradley, Strong, and ield. Of 
the five who affirmed only three—Messrs. 
Waite, Miller, and Harlan--are left. Of the 
three who dissented, two remain, and 
the third, Justice Strong, has been suc- 
ceeded by Justice Woods, whose posi- 
tion touching the great principle  in- 
volved is unknown. Now comes the appoint- 
ment of Matthews, vice Swayne. This would 
make the court stand three in favor of the 
railroads, one uncertain, and five in favor of 
the Government upon the constitutional ques- 
tions involved in the Funding bill. But of the 
five in favor of the Government, two —Justices 
Clifford and Hunt—are hopelessly disabled, 
and until a law is passed providing a scheme 
ot involuntary retirement they cannot be re- 
tired. 

Thus, at present, the Supreme Court, if Mat- 
thews were confirmed, would consist practically 
of seven Justices, of whom three are known to 
be in favor of reversing the decision of last 
Winter which affirmed the constitutionality 
of the Funding bill. Should Justice Woods 
entertain the same views on this question as 
the three Justices named, a majority of the 
court would make a decision that would im- 
peril the interests of the Government to the 
amount of $100,000,000. It is alsoknown, and 
forms part of the matter under review in the 
Judiciary Committee touching Mr. Matthews’s 
nomination, that the Central Pacific Railroad 
is prepared, should Mr. Matthews be confirmed, 
to bring suit against the Railroad Commission- 
ers of the State of California, which, on appeal 
to the Supreme Court, would bring ._ 
question of the constitutionality of the nd- 
ing act for redetermination. 

Under these circumstances, the Senators 
who have Mr. Matthews’s nomination under 
consideration are inclined to view it with sus- 
picion and to regard his elevation to the Su- 

reme Bench as_ antagonistic to the 
interests of the Government. When 
their report is made and Mr. Mat- 
thews’s name comes before the Senate 
for confirmation, the issue will be made up on 
about the same lines of demarkation that char- 
acterized the contest over the Funding bill. 
In view of these facts, it is generally believed 
that the nomination will be reported adversely 
about the middle of the month and either re- 
jected by the Senate or suffered to lapse by ex- 
piration of the Forty-sixth Congress.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 1, 1881. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $269,242 79, and from Customs $393,356 51. 

The Chinese treaties were reported to the 
Senate this afternoon from the Foreign Rela- 


tions Committee, with recommendations for 
ratification, and were placec on the calenday. 


The House Committee on Commerce was in 
session upon the River and Harbor bill until 


4:30 P. M. to-day, having completed the bill 
with the exception of about 20 small items, 
which yet remain to be passed upon. It is 
stated that the aggregate amount will exceed 
$10,000,000, and there is hardly any probabil- 
ity that the committee will consent to increase 
this amount by appropriating for the reclama- 
tion of the Potomac Flats, though some mem- 
bers strongly favor it. 


The Senate Finance Committee to-day agreed 
to amend the House Funding bill so as to make 


the bonds redeemable in five years and pay- 
able in twenty years from their dates of issue, 
and to fix the rate of interest both for the 
bonds and the Treasury certificates at 31¢ per 
cent. The fourth, fifth, and sixth sections of 
the bill were not reached to-day. The com- 
mittee adjourned until Thursday next, 
when formal action upon all the various sec- 
tions and, perhaps, final action upon the bill as 
a whole may be expected. 


A DENIAL FROM GOV. FOSTER. 

CLEVELAND, Feb. 1.—It having been tele- 
graphed from Washington that Gov. Charles 
Foster bad been the main instrument through 
which President Hayes had been led to replace 
Gen. Woodford by Mr. Forster, the attention 
of Gov. Foster was called thereto, and in re- 
sponse he wrote the following letter to the 
editor of the Cleveland Herald: 

Co.tumBts, Jan. 31. 

My Dear Sm: I have just received your letter of 
the 30th inst., in which you inform me that the ru- 
mor is going around that I had something to-do 
with the appointment of the Hon. George H. Fors- 
ter to the position of District Attorney, vice the 
Hon. Stewart L. Woodford. My reply to this is 
the unqualified statement that I had nothing 
whatever to do with it: in fact, I did not 
even know that Mr. Forster was a candidate for 
the place until Isaw his appointment publicly an- 
nounced. Had my influence been sought I would 
have declined to give it. The only possible in- 
ducement for me to interfere would have been_my 
desire to a the interests of my friend, Gen. 
Woodford, who I know has rendered valuable 
service to the Republican Party of the country, and 
especially of Ohio.

PROPOSED LAWS DISCUSSED 


MANY TOPICS CONSIDERED IN THE 
LEGISLATURE, 


PROGRESS OF THE ANTI-TELEGRAPH CON- 
SOLIDATION BILL-—PLAN FOR VOTING 
FOR GENERAL COMMITTEES—ARGUMENT 
IN THE SENATE FOR FREE CANALS. 

ALBANY, Feb. 1.—Mr. Alvord made his 


reappearance in the Legislature to-day, after 


a long absence in consequence of ili health, and 


rose to a question of privilege to declare that 
if he had been in the Assembly when the vote 
was taken on the proposition to allow the Gov- 
ernor to appoint a commission to assist in 
the revision of the tax laws, he should have 


voted against it. He believed it would only 


waste the money of the people and not solve 


the problem of assessment and taxation. 

In the consideration of general orders, the 
Telegraph Anti-consolidation bill was reached, 
and was moved by Gen. Spinola. In the Com- 
mittee of the Whole Mr. Waring moved to 
amend by inserting the provision of the 


Schroeder bill, permitting connecting lines to 


work together as a continuous line, Several 
members discussed the bill and the proposed 
amendment. The temper of the House was not 
ascertained until the motion was made to pro- 
gress the bill. The motion was lost by a vote 
of 39 to 438, Mr. Waring’s amendment was 


then lost, 13 members only voting for it. When 


the committee rose Dr. Hayes moved to dis- 
charge the Committee of the Whole from fur- 
ther consideration of the bill, and that it be 
committed to the Committee on General Laws, 
in order to grant persons who so desire an op- 
portunity to be heard, He deprecated rash or 
hasty legislation in this matter, and ap- 
pealed tothe majority with some vehemence 
not to be impulsive. He was willing 
that the bill should retain its place on general 
orders. He wanted to know what Mr. Spinola 
meant by urging the House to hold an investi- 
gation and then to produce such a bill as this, 
It would be incurring a serious responsibility 
for the majority to approve the bill without 
first obtaining facts and figures to sustain the 
base newspaper aspersions against the pro- 
posed consolidation. Mr. Shaniey came 
to the aid of Dr. Hayes, and, as a 
member of the Committee on General 
Laws, said he had understood distinctly 
that the bill was merely reported for consider- 
ation, to be recommiutted for hearing. He pro- 
posed to amend Dr. Hayes’s motion so as to 
require it to be reported back to the House a 
week from to-morrow. Several members of 
the committee made very free with the secrets 
of the committee room, and the Speaker sev- 
eral times reminded the members of the im- 
et ga of bringing such affairs into the 

ouse. Mr. Shanley’s amendment was put 
and lost. Dr. Hayes’s motion to recommit 
was defeated by a vote of 26 to 85. The biil 
was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

In furtherance of his plan for the reformation 
of the primary elections, Mr. Brooks this morn- 
ing introduced a bill to facilitate a fair election 
of members of general committees. It provides 
that whenever any County General Commit- 
tee shall have provided by its constitution for 
the election of its members at a general elec- 
tion, and shall have given notice thereof by 
filing a copy of its constitution with the 
board whose duty it is to nams the Inspec- 
tors of Election, at least eight days be- 
fore the appointment of Inspectors, and 
so long as the provisions shall remain 
in force, all qualified electors in 
the county shall be entitlea to vote at a gen- 
eral election for members of the General Com- 
mittee, provided that in localities where voters 
are required to be registered before being 
allowed to vote they shall have registered their 
intention so to vote, and that no person shall 
be entitled to vote for the members of a Gen- 
eral Committee without voting at the same 
time for at least a majority of the candidates 
on the State ticket supported by such General 
Committee. Registers and Inspectors of 
Election to act at general elections are 
to enter in a register the desire of 
any persons entitled to register to vote 
at elections for members of a General Com- 


_mittee, specifying which of these committees. 


The ballot to be valid shall contain names of 
persons for members of the General Committee, 
the number to be provided by the constitu- 
tions of the committees. The ballot, when 
folded, is to show, on the outside, for which 
General Committee it was cast, and shall be de- 
posited in & box marked ‘‘ Genera! Committee,”’ 
to be provided in addition to other boxes re- 
quired by law, and the ballots are to be 
counted and returned as other ballotsare. It 
retains all consistent provisions of the existing 
law pretecting elections. 

Mr. Robert Ray Hamilton, the Representa- 
tive in the Assembly from the Eleventh Dis- 
trict, this morning, during a discussion on a 
bili of Mr. Brooks, which proposes to exempt 
entirely from taxation ‘‘The Nursery for the 
Children of Poor Women,” spoke concisely, 
directly, and effectively against the proposed 
exemption. Hehad found in the City that ad- 
vantage was taken by charitable institutions 
of the liberality of the State, and societies 
planted themselves in the midst of a large area 
of territory that they could not use, and 
claimed exemption for the whole do- 
main. This exemption was a_ vicious 
mode of making an appropriation, and 
& perpetual appropriation at that. Mr. 
Brooks was annoyed to find that he could 
not secure the smal) favor he asked, but the 
Assembly would nct grant it and the bill was 
only progressed. Mr. Hickman, of Buffalo, 
introduced a general act authorizing the foun- 
dation of cremating companies, and Mr. Shel- 
don, of ‘Chautauqua, introduced a long bill to 
provide that all persons buying, selling, or 
using oleomargaring shall call it ‘‘ imitation 
butter,’’ and that restaurant-keepers shall ex- 
pose signs in places where it is used, with the 
words ‘‘Imitation butter served here” in- 
scribed upon them. 

One of the deepest ound; of complaint 
against Gen. Found. among the members 
of the Sixty-ninth Regiment, appears to be 
that.the Adjutant-General did not earlier in- 
terfere with the arrangemente made by Col. 
Cavanagh, .The fact is ascertained to-day, 
at the Adjutant-General’s office, that the order 
of Jan. 17, issued by Col. Cavanagh, did not 
reach the office of Gen. Townsend until Jan. 27. 

The stamp of the receiving clerk is upon 
the back of the order, and was yesterday 
overlooked. The reply was written and for- 
warded on Jan. 28, the day following its recep- 
tion, and was received in New-York on Satur- 
ury, Jan. 29. The objectionable paragraph 
was singled out for revocation by Gen. Town- 
send as soon as he read the order carefully, 
and he lost no time, after consultation with 
Gov. Cornell, in making an order with the 
purport of which the Governor was fully 
acquinted and towhich he gave his approval. 

_ The subject of canal tolls was up for discus- 
sion in the Senate to-day on a resolution of- 
fered by Senator Forster recommending the 
Canal Board to abolish all tolls on western- 
bound freight. Mr. Baker, the Chairman of 
the Canal Committee. thought it was about 
time the Senate stopped to consider the effect 
of these constant reductions of the tolls on the 
canals. Low tolls were ponnlar, he was well 
aware, and there were not a few peo- 
ple who were in favor of abolishing all 
tolls and making the canals free. He would 
not say that he was opposed to this 
himself, provided it was done at the proper 
time, and after some preliminary things that 
were absolutely necessary had been accom- 
plished. He had no objection to free canals 

rovided the at were willing to pay for 

hem. But Senators were aware that there 
was a constitutional provision now existing 
which prohibited the State from spending more 
money on the canals in any one year than the 
oss receipts of the canals for the previous year. 
ow, if these constant reductions of tolls went 
on with this limitation in the Constitution, the 
time was not far distant when there would be 
no canals in usein the State. The gross re- 
ceipts would not suffice to keep them in repair, 
and they wouid have to be abandoned. Those 
who clamored for a still further reduction in 
canal tolls or for free canals should first seti to 
work and amend the Constitution. Without 
such an amendment he did not believe it was 
practicable to make much further reductions 


in tolls and still keep the canals in running 
order. Mr. Forster quoted from the report 
of the Superintendent of Public Works 
to show that the abolition of tolls 


on western-bound freight would not 


lessen the income from the canals, Mr, Me- 


Carthy declared that 1t would, and he chal- 
len any man to demonstrate the contrary. 
He asked that the resolution be referred to the 
Canal Committee, and criticised Mr. Forster’s 
alleged habit of pushing forward legislation 
independently of the standing committees as 

iscourteous and unparliamentary. Mr. Jacobs 


did not see any need of a resolution of this 
kind going to a standing committee, It was 
simply a recommendation of the Senate, made 


to the Canal Board, which, in conjunction 
with the Senate, was authorized to fix the toll- 
list. The Senate was competent to discuss the 
propriety of such a recommendation without 
any action of a standing committee. For his 

rt he believed that the Metropolis of the 

tate was hg for free canals and was 


willing to bear its part of the burden that 


would fall on the tax-payers for keeping the 
canals in repair. It was true that an amend- 
ment to the Constitution would be necessary 
before this could be carried out. After some 
further discussion the subject was postponed 
to Friday of next week, when it will again 
come up for debate. ; 

The scheme for building several Houses of 
Refuge for women, which has been the sub- 
ject of so many petitions during the last two 
sessions, does not appear to meet with much 
favor in the Senate. In response to the flood 
of petitions of this kind, the Judiciary Com- 
mittee last week reported a bill providing for 
the erection of one of these institutions as an 
experiment, and appropriating $100,000 there- 
for. The original bill asked for four—one in 
each of the four judicial departments of the 
State. The bill, as returned, provided that the 
experimental institution should be located in 
any part of the State outside of New-York 
and Brooklyn that the commission to be 
appointed by the Governor should determine, 
and that the crimirals sent to the new House 
of Refuge should be confined to the judicial 
department in which it was located. he in- 
stitution, according to the bill, isto receive 
and take care of all females between the ages 
ot 15 and 30 who may be convicted of any 
crime under the grade of felony. This morn- 
ing Senator Forster moved that the Commit- 
tee of the Whole be discharged from the fur- 
ther consideration of the bill, and that it be 
ordered to a third reading. After along and 
fruitless discussion, the motion was beaten b 
14 to 11, and the bill was then sent to the Fi- 
nance Committee. The indications are that 
the bill will have a hard time getting through 
the Senate, and it may interest the women of 
the State, who were the chief signers of the 
petitions, to know that its most bitter enemies, 
as developed in the discussion of Mr. Forster’s 
motion, are Senators McCarthy and Madden, 
and its warmest friends Senators Forster, 
Mills, and Strahan. 

The bill authotizing the City of New-York 
to issue $50,000 of assessment bonds, pending 
the collection of the assessments for the Har- 
lem River improvement, was ordered to a 
third reading. The bill for the licensing and 
registration of plumbers in the City of New- 
York, and requiring the approval of the Board 
of Health of all plans for buildings hereafter 
to be erected in the City, was passed. It re- 
quires the Board of Apportionment to appro- 

riate $6,000 per annum extra tothe Health 
Board to carry out the provisions of the act. 
Mayor Howell, of Brookiyn, has invented 
a new source of revenue for that tax- 
ridden city. He proposes that every 
man who keeps a _ horse for his own 
use shall get a license, the same as though he 
were a hackman, and pay $5 a year therefor. 
If he keeps two horses, he shall pay $10 a year 
for the license. The Mayor sent his bill up 
here, and Senator Murtha did him the favor 
to introduce it, ‘‘by request.’? Senator 
Schroeder introduced a bill giving the Brooklyn 
City Ferry Company the privilege of running 
a ferry, (not to charge more than 38 cents each 
postal wcone ay from near the foot of Broad- 
way, Brooklyn, to the neighborhood of Tenth- 
street, New-York. 

The special Senate committee which re- 

orted the New-York charter last week will 
Fold a meeting to-morrow afternoon. The 
Chairman, Senator McCarthy, has designated 
next Tuesday as the day when the committee 
will hear vg hel Grace and Commissioner 
Campbell, of New-York, touching any objec- 
tions they may have to any features of the 


charter.

NOMINATED AS REGENTS. 
WILLIAM H. WATSON AND HENRY E. TURNER 
SELECTED BY THE REPUBLICANS, 

Aupany, Feb. 1.--The Republicans of 
the Senate and Assembly met in joint caucus 
this evening in the Assembly Chamber. 
Senator McCarthy, Chairman of the Joint 
Caucus Committee, called the caucus 
to order and nominated Assemblyman 
Skinner as Chairman, which was agreed to. 
Mr. Skinner, on taking the chair, stated that the 
object of the caucus was to nominate two 


candidates for Regents of the University. On 
motion of Senator Braman, the Clerks 
of the two houses acted as Secretaries. On 
motion of toma Sharpe, the rolls of Senators 
and Assemblymen were called. Mr. Phillips 
offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That this caucus proceed to nominate 
by ballot two persons to fill the vacancies now ex- 
isting in the Board of Regents of the university; 
that each Senator and member, as his name shall be 
called, may cast a ballot containing not more 
than two names; that the person or persons receiv- 
ing a majority of all the ballots cast shall be de 
clared nominated; that whenever one person shall 
have been nominated thereafter each ballot shall 
contain but one name. 

Mr. Husted moved to reconsider the vote on 
Mr. Phillips’s resolution. He regarded it as 
an innovation, and entirely unprecedented ina 
Republican caucus, Besides, it would be found 
to work badly. But he would not insist on his 
motion, Senator Forster thought Mr. Phil- 
lips’s resolution might result in the nomination 
of three candidates. He therefore moved to 
reconsider the vote adopting it. Lost—30 to 36. 

Assemblyman Chickering nominated Henry

REDUCED SEVEN MILLIONS 


THE PUBLIC DEBT STATEMENT FOR 
JANUARY. 


A DECREASE DURING THE MONTH OF $7,382, - 
168—THE INROADS MADE BY THE PEN- 
SION ARREAKS ACTS—AN INCREASE OF 
TWO MILLION IN SILVER DOLLARS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—The reduction in 


the public debt for the month of January was 


$7,382,168, and for the seven months ending 


yesterday, $50,172,727. For January, 1880, 
the reduction of the public debt was over $11,- 
000,000, and for the seven months ending Jan. 
31 of that year about $26,500,000. The falling 
off in the surplus revenues for the month just 


closed, as compared with the correspond- 
ing month of last year, is explained 
by the fact that the receipts from 
Customs fell off about $1,500,000, while 
the current expenditures show an increase of 
nearly $2,500,000, thus making a difference in 


the entire surplus revenues as against January, 
1880, of about $4,000,000. The increase in the 


aggregate surplus revenues for the past seven 


months, as compared with the corresponding 
period of the preceding year is attributable to 
the fact that a very large sum was paid out 
last year on account of the Arrearages of Pen- 
sions act, and it is probable that the payments 


required to be made under the same act 
during the {present fiscal year will make 
such inroads upon the surplus revenues that 
the exhibit for the current year will not be 
largely in excess of that for the present year. 
There was no reductior in the bonded debt 
during January, but the debt on which inter- 
est has ceased since maturity shows a reduc- 
tion of over $4,000,000. The total of this class 
of debt, exclusive of interest due and unpaid, 
amounts to over $7,000,000, the great bulk of 
which is composed of called bonds that have not 
been presented for redemption. Of the called 
bonds, there is still outstanding of 5-20s 
$519,750; 10-40s, $1,201,800; consols of 1865-7 
and 1868, $2,719,800; 6s of 1880, $2,147,000, 
making an aggregate of $6,588,550 of Govern- 
ment bonds still outstanding upon which in- 
terest has ceased. A large portion of this 
amount remains in the Treasury as security 
for the circulation of national bank notes. 

The Treasurer’s monthly statement of lia- 
bilities and assets shows that the available 
cash balance is $148,616,449, an increase in this 
balance over that of January, 1880, of about 
$113,000. In standard silver dollars there is an 
increase for the month of over $2,000,000, 
which is about the number of these pieces 
turned out from the Mints during January. 
The amount of silver dollars now on hand is 
$50,235,102. Deducting the silver certificates 
outstanding, the number of silver dollars now 
in the Treasury, the ' ay oa of the Govern- 
ment, is about $13,500,000. The outstanding 
silver certificates were increased during the 
month about $700,000. During the debate 
in the House on the Refunding bill. 
It was erroneously stated that of the $45,000,000 
standard silver in the Treasury on Feb. 1, less 
than $8,000000 were the property of the Gov- 
ernment. This mistake arose from the fact 
that the persons who made the calculation de- 
ducted the aggregate amount of silver certifi- 
cates outstanding from the silver dollars 
reported in the Treasury without giving the 
Government credit for the silver certificates 
that were then on hand, and which were re- 
ceived by the Treasury in payment of Customs 
and other dues. The amount of silver dollars 
owned by the Government on Feb. 1 
was really over $12,000,000, instead of about 
$3,000,000, as was incorrectly stated during the 
debate in the House. In addition to the 50,000,- 
000 standard silver dollars, there is now in the 
Yreasury about $722,000 in fractional silver 
coin. There is also in the Treasury at this 
time $154,544,000 in gold coin and gold bullion, 
a decrease in this fund of $2,250,000 compared 
with Jan. 1. 

The Customs receipts for January were $14,- 
575,000, and the internal revenue receipts $10,- 
248,000, against $16,017,000 from Customs and 
$10,203,000 from internal revenue for January, 
1880,

STILL REFUSING .TO ELECT. 


NO APPESRANCE OF A CHOICE OF A SENA: 
TOR IN PENNSYLVANIA, 


HarrisBurG, Feb, 1.—Tho fourteenth ballot 


for United States Senator passed off to-day with- 
out special incident, save that Representative Mc- 
Nulty, of Lackawanna, deserted Wallace and voted 
for Representative C. S. Wolfe, who for some 
time has been trying to secure his own election as 
Senator, through a combination of bolting Repub- 


licans and Democrats. His scheme has failed for 
two good reasons—he could not secure enough 


Democratic votes, and the bolters refused unani- 
mously to support him in combination with the 
Democrats. In other words, Mr. Grow’s friends 
are so devoted to their leader that they prefer 
to be true to him rather than aid in 
the election of one of their number, a professed 
friend of Mr. Grow. Although all the while pro- 


fessing the utmost devotion to Mr. Grow, Mr. 


Wolfe has been willing at any time to step in 
front of his leader and candidate, and snatch 
the prize himself. But all attempts to break 
the dead-lock in this manner have proved futile 
through the devotion of the regulars to the caucus 
nominee, and the unwillingness of the majority of 
the bolters to combine with such Democrats as 
could be wheedled into such a_ combination. 
Had it been possible to break the Oliver phalanx, 
the problem might have been solved days ago, but 
with Oliver in the field such a solution is impossi- 
ble, and Oliver will bein the field as long as the 
Grow forces maintain their front. When the bolters 
strike their colors, then a settlement of the difficulty 
may be expected, and not until then. Mr. Oliver 
arrived in the city to-day, as confident as ever of 
his final election. Mr. Grow is here also, keeping a 
close watch on his forces. In the ballot to-day 217 
votes were recorded, divided as _ follows: 
Oliver, 76; Wallace, 78; Grow, 50; Mac- 
Veagh and Hewitt 8 each; Phillips, 2: 
Curtin, Agnew, Wolfe, Snowden, and Baird 1 
each. Thirty-one were paired and absent. A des- 
perate effort was made to have the fifteenth ballot 
called to-day, but the movement was defeated. 
There are no new developments in the solution, 
and no changes are expected to-morrow or 
during the remainder of the week. 

It is asserted that the leaders of the party here 
have been considering the practicability of an ad- 
journment of the Legislature before March 4, in 
order to give Gov. Hoyt an opportunity to fill the 
vacancy occurring at that time by appoint- 
ment until such time as the Legislature, 
assembled in extra session by proclamation, shall 
elect. Mr. Quay, who knows whereof he speaks, 
denies that any such scheme has been considered, 
and the Telegraph, the party organ here, says 
if the story that it “is so preposterous 
that we wonder any newspaper would take 
up space in circulating it. The next United States 
Senator will be Henry W. Oliver, just because he is 
the nominee of the Republican caucus, and he will 
be elected by the Legislature by Repub- 
lican votes.” Those who assert that this 
new scheme has been under consideration 
say in addition that the uncertainty of its 
success will in all probability prevent its adoption. 
While, under the provisions of the Constitution of 
the United States, the Governor may fill a vacancy 
by appointment. it is extremely unlikely that that 
method will be adopted until every other means of 
solving the difficulty has been exhausted.

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MELTING SNOW TO OBTAIN WATER. 
—_—-~<+_—- — 
CISTERNS, AND RIVULETS DRY IN 
AND ABOUT KINGSTON, 
Kineston, N. Y., Feb. 1.—Not in many 
years has water of all kinds been so scarce in this 
city,‘ county, and surrounding country as now. 
The drought began here nearly a year ago, and at 
no time since has the soil had anything like a nor- 
mal supply of water. Streams were very low all 
Summer, and crops were parched and shortened. 
It was supposed by many thatthe evil would be 
remedied by the usual copious late Fall rains. But 
instead came the heavy snows and severe cold of 
early Winter, and now wells and springs never 
known to fai. before, are either dry or too low and 
foul to be of service. The streams, brooks, and 
rivulets are frozen nearly. solid: saw mills. grist 
mills, and other factories dependent upon water 
as a motor, are idle; and everybody 
is looking ‘anxiously forward to the break-up of 
Winter as the only hope of relief. Cisterns in this 
city have also become very low and empty, and the 
principal occupation of hundreds of householders 
is melting snow to obtain water for drinking and 
all other purposes. Roofs are weil supplied with 
snow, but nature has thus far shown 
very little disposition to thaw it, and 
frozen leaders would have refused to con- 
duct it into the _ cisterns if she _ had. 
Throughout the county and adjoining locklity, 
also, the scarcity of water is asource of great in- 
convenience. Farmers are compelled to melt snow 
for their stock in many cases. Tais is done in 
large kettles hung over fires built outside in the 
old-fashioned way, and the process is attended 
with much time and labor as is readily apparent. 
For family uses in such cases, of cougse, the same 
source of water supply must be resorted to.

SNOW,HIGH WIND AND COLD 


ANOTHER STORM TO HELP MAKE 
1HIS WINTER MEMORABLE. 


GENERAL THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY — 


FEATURES OF IT IN THIS CITY—EIGHT- 
EENTH DAY OF SNOW-FALL SINCE 
THANKSGIVING — SOUND AND FEREY 
BOATS DELAYED. 


The last month of Winter was ushered in 


yesterday by a snow-storm which will long be 


remembered by all who were obliged to brave 
its fury. The day was bitterly coid, and a 
north-west wind, bringing with it the tempera- 
ture of the frigid zone, swept over the City, 
piercing the bodies of unfortunate pedestrians 


and blinding them with the snow. The 


storm, which began early in the morning, 
slackened slightly for a time during the 
afternoon, butit was only to gather fresh force 
for the onslaught which it made toward even- 
ing. The snow was very heavy and dropped 
in large flakes, which clung to the clothes and 
accumulated rapidly on sidewalks which were 


partially protected from the strong wind. 


Drivers of horse cars, stages, and trucks prob- 
ably suffered more than at any time during 
the Winter, with the single exception of the 
great storm of Friday a week ago. It made 
no difference how many mufflers encircled 


their heads, or how many wrappers were coiled 
around their bodies. _ The snow found its way 
through the mufflers and the wind forced 
itseif through the wrappers, and the men 
stood to their posts almost freezing. Horses, 
too, suffered greatly from the effects of the 
storm, and it was noticeable that fewer ant; 
mals were on the street than are usually to be 
seen. The owners of horses who could pos 
sibly avoid it refused to send their animals 
out. The streets, too, especially in the up 
town districts, were remarkably free 
from the crowds of pedestrians which 
throng them in pleasant weather. Scarcely 
a lady was to be seen, and the men 
whose business called them out hurried along 
the slippery walks, as though trying to run 
away from the snow which pursued them on 
the wings of the wind. The dry goods and 
fancy stores on Broadway and the avenues 
were deserted, and the girls and clerks stood 
listlessly behind the counters waiting for the 
customers who did not come. The windows of 
cars and houses were frosted, while the snow 
came steadily down, shrouding the City in 
white. Altogether the day proved a terrible 
satire on Mr. Vennor’s prediction of ‘‘ mild 
and Spring-like weather” during the first part 
of February. 

The storm reached the City soon after day- 
light, and was part of one that was general 
throughout the day in almost every part of the 
country. Early on Monday itscentre was at Fort 
Gibson, Indian Territory, and within 24 hours it 
had traveled as far East as Knoxville, Tenn. 
Around this centre, as shown by the reports of 
the Signal Service Devartment, there was @ 
commotion of the elements that found relief in 
heavy rains in the South and South-east and 
violent snow-storms in the North and North- 
west, with high winds and avery low tempera- 
ture. Reports from Texas showed a rain-fall in 
Galveston of .55 of aninch. The rain-fall was 
still heavier in Vicksburg and other paris of . 
the South. The heaviest falls of snow were 
reported in Canada, where the temperature 
also was below zero. In Burlington, Vt., 
the thermometer registered 7 below zero at 
7 A. M., and reached 10° below before dark, 
when the fail had been 11° in 24 hours. The 
same or a greater rate of increase in cold 
was reported at other points. At Fort Garry 
the mercury stood 20° below zero, and at 
Omaha it was at zero. At Oswego it was the 
same, but it did not get below zero in any 

art of this State from which reports had 

en received up to 5 P. M. Considerable 
delay to travel was reported, particu. 
larly in the “West and North-east, but ne 
tidings of disasters to railway trains on 
account of the storm were received. At last 
accounts the storm centre was moving East 
with increased rapidity, and, although the 
high winds were drifting the snow badly, the 
force of the storm in the West seemed to be 
spent. 

The fallin this City began at6 A. M., and 
by 6 P. M. just three inches had come down. 
The wind biew nearly all day from the north. 
west, with a velocity of about 20 miles an 
hour, increasing slightly during the afternoon, 
and then moderating to 20. The thermometer 
at 7 A. M. registered 14° above zero. At? 
P. M. it had fallen 1°, and at 6 P. M. it was 
down to 12°. The barometer fell from 30.14 
to 30.03 during the day. At the Signal Service 
office it was expected to rise considerably dur- 
ing the night, as the storm-centre passed off 
the coast. Yesterday was the eighteenth day 
on which snow had fallen in this City since 
Thanksgiving. The total fall of the season 
has been about three feet and a half. 
During the entire day the horse car 
companies found it necessary to ‘double 
up’ their teams, and some of them were con- 
tent to run on half time, while all founda 
great annoyance in the street blockades of 
trucks and carriages. The redeeming feature 
in the condition of the streets was the absence 
of that liquid slush that has added to the pic- 
turesqueness of incidents in many other storms 
of the season. Tho severity of the cold weather 
was in this respect a blessing. 

The storm: continued to rage after nightfall 
with no signs of cessation, untilabout 9 o’clock, 
when its centre, which had come up from the 
south-west, passed over the City and to the 
north-east. Then the snow-flakes began to 
grow smailer, until, at 11 o’clock, they were 
so fine that they covered the overcoats of pe- 
destrians with a light substance resembling 
flour. ‘The wind, meantime, was constantly 
increasing in force, and at midnight it 
was blowing at the rate of 22 miles an 
hour—the highest velocity which it at- 
tainea during the day. It brought with 
it the cold wave from the north, and the ther- 
mometer fell as the wind rose. At7 P. M. the 
thermometer at the Signal Service Office regis- 
tered 7°, and at midnight 5°, when it was suill 
falling. ‘The probabilities are that to-day will 
be cooler than it was yesterday, but the wind 

will probably be broken, and there will be no 
snow, although the day will very likely be 
partly cloudy. The following table shows a 
comparison between the temperature of yes- 
terday and that of the corresponding day last 
year, as shown by the thermometer at Hud- 
nut’s:

Three inches of snow fell during the storm 
yesterday, and low temperatures are recorded 
all over the Northern and North-western por- 
tions of the country. In Albany the thermo- 
meter registered 7° at 3 o’clock im the after- 
noon, showing a change of 14° in 24 hours. In 
Detroit the reading was 8°, being a change ot 
10°; in Oswego, 1°, a change of 19°, and in 
Rochester 7, a change of 15°. The 
cold wave is fairly upon us again 
and it bids fair to remain for some 
time. The snow-fall of yesterday promises 
to make excellent sleighing, and the low tem- 
perature will keep the skating ponds in fine 
condition. All the mails due in the City yes- 
terday afternoon and evening were very sori- 
ously delayed, and some had failed to arrive at 
the Post Office at all up toa late hour last 
night. The Shoro Line train due here at 8:05 
P. M. did not arrive until 10 P. M,, and then 
it brought up the New-Haven mail, that 
from Boston and Providence having 
failed to make connection. The Chicago 
end Western mail, due at 7:50 P. M., 
had not reached the Post Office at 11 last night, 
and nothing had been heard of its whero- 
abouts. The Washington mail, due at 5:40 
P. M., and the Pittsburg, due at 6:50, did not 
reach the City until 9:30 P. M., while the Pitts- 
burg train due at 9:50 had not arrived at 11. 
The Dunkirk mail, on the Eric Road, due at 
10:15, and the way mail from Middletown, dus 
at 8:40, had not been heard from at 11. The 
Greenport mail over the Long Island Railroad, 
due at 7:20 P. M., reached here at$:50, an hour 
and a half late. The following were the delays

The Sound steamers that arrived here yes- 
terday morning reported having encountered 
large quantities of ice Guring the night. In 
some places the passage was frozen over, the 
path plowed by a passing steamer being soon 
coated with a layer of ice, The purser of the 
Galatea, of the Providence Line, said that 
when passing Frog’s Neck they saw the Trav- 
eler, of the New-Haven Line, which seemed to 
be fastened in the ice. The most of the boats 
came in a little behind time. In the afternoon 
the Continental, of the New-Haven Line, came 
into her slip in the East River about an hour 
late, and reported that the Traveler had freed 
herself from the ice and gone ahead. The 
greatest annoyance seemed to be caused in 
the rivers and harbor, where a light fog, com- 
ing up in the afternoon, added to the density 
of the clouded atmosphere, increased the delays 
caused by quantities of floating ice. All 
the lines of ferries had this obstruction to con- 
tend witk, but toa less extent than on some 
other days this Winter. The quantity of large 
cakes was annoying, and in some cases brought 
the boats to a stand-still. _ Fulton ferry-boats 
were delayed, and one of the Pennsylvania 
Line was over half an hour in ernssing from 
Jersey City. Ali cautionary signals displaved 
on Monday and yesterday were continued by 
the last order, and were ordered for Boston and 
Portland. The worst of the storm was ex- 
perienced last evening, and the Signal Service 
officers expect to see its end to-day.

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ASHORE OFF LONG BRANCH. 

AN ENGLISH STEAMER MEETS THE FATE OF 
THE AMERIQUE AND RUSLAND UNDER 
LIKE CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Lone Branca, N. J., Feb. 1.—This morn- 
ing, at daylight, asteam-ship was discovered 
on the shore, about 200 yards south of Shark 
River Inlet. Soon afterward the crew of Life- 
saving Station No. 7, Capt. Kittle, arrived on 
the opposite side of the river, launched their 
boat, crossed to the beach dragging it over, 
put out through the breakers to the steamer, 
and went aboard of her. She proved to be the 


English steamer Roraima, Capt. Trattles, trom 
Demerara, bound to New-York, in ballast. 
The life-saving crew offered to take the 
passengers and crew ashore in_ their 
surf-boat, but the Captain declined 
the offer. He said he did not need assist- 
ance, as he felt positive he could get off 
without it, as there was very little sea on, and 
at high-water he should no doubt be able to 
float her off by the aid of anchors. The life- 
saving crew, after renewing their offer to take 
the two passengers ashore without having it 
accepted, went ashore themselves. The crew 
of Station No. 8 were not able to arrive at 
the wreck until after 9 o’clock. They 
were detained on account of having 
to pull their apparatus, consisting of 
a cart, on which were placed a 
shot line, hawser, land-anchor, gun, buoy, 
nnd crotch-poles,, weighing over 1,000 
pounds, by hand. They were obliged to go 
nround several streams that run into the ocean 
between Wreck Pond andShark River, to cross 
one or two of which they had to go a distance 
of half a mile from the ocean to reach a bridge. 
The two crews, with their apparatus, remained 
pear the wreck all day, ready to afford assist- 
ance if required. As there is very little sea on 
gnd the tides are running low, there is not 
yauch danger apprehended unless the storm in- 
greases very sconcapeninge 

About 1 o’clock one of the ship’s boats left 
the steamer and approached the beach, but 
from drawing too much waiter it struck before 
it reached the beach. The mate was thrown 
into the water, and for some moments his 
danger seemed great; but with the assistance 
of those on shore, he landed safely, though he 
had a good ducking. He wastaken charge of 
and his clothes were soon dried. The boat re- 
turned again to the vessel. The mate 
came ashore to telegraph news to the 
owners. His statement was that the 
steamer left London on Dec, 23, 
for Demerara, where she arrived and dis- 
charged her cargo. She left Demerara in bal- 
last on the 18th of January, and went to Bar- 
bados. She remained there three days wait- 
ing orders, and left Barbados on the 22d for 
New-York. Nothing unusual occurred on the 
voyage. The weather was good until last 
night, when a snow-storm began to make the 
weather very thick, though there was not 
much wind. About 1 A. M. she sighted Barne- 
gat light, and proceeded on her course at a 
moderate rate of speed. About 3A. M. she 
sighted three stationary lights, which the offi- 
cers took for Sandy Hook lights. They lay 
off shore, as they supposed, and slackened 
speed, hoping to sight the —— Soon 
after this they struck the shore. It was 
then 6 o’clock. The steamer had a crew of 21 
men and two passengers, Mr. Marshall and 
Mrs. Noble, from Demerara for New-York. 
The ship was consigned to William H. Thomp- 
son & Co., of No. 15 Broadway, She is a 
small schooner-rigged steamer, with a square- 
sail yard on her foremast, is of 761 tons bur- 
den, does not:belong to any regular line, but 
is a freighter, taking cargo wherever she 
can get it. She was built at West Hartlepool, 
Yorkshire, England, in 1872, by White & Co., 
and registers Al at Lioyds. She is valued at 
about £25,000, and is supposed to be insured in 
England. She must have been coming ashore 
with considerable speed, as she gaan her end 
entirely over the outer bar, and has run up so 
high on the beach that at low water she can 
probably be reached on foot. 

The weather this morning was exactly 
similar to that on which thé steamers 
Amérique and Rusland came ashore a few 
years ago. The wind was blowing, but not 
very hard, from north-east. The air was 
thick, and it was snowing hard, but there was 
very little sea. All three ships seemed to have 
come ashore with considerable speed, and the 
Amérique was almost high and dry at low 
water. She could be almost walked around. 
She was safely floated off by the Coast Wreck- 
ing Company. The Rusland went to pieces, 
The Roraima lies almost exactly in a similar 

osition to that of the Amérique, and there is 
Tittle doubt unless the storm increases very 
much that her position will be unchanged dur- 
ing the night. Capt. Young, of the Merritt 
wrecking organization, and the agent of the 
steamer, W. H. Thompson, have made ar- 
rangements for assistance to haul her off to- 
morrow, and, if the weather permits, the tugs 
we heen and Relief, with two wrecking 
schooners, will come down and _ begin 
operations. The people on _ the _ shore 
to-day felt rather indignant that the passen- 
gers and crew did not allow the life-saving 
men to bring them to shore while there was a 
chance, as they could not tell what the next 
few hours might bring forth. The ship might 
go to pieces. There seems to be an impression 
among some foreign Captains that in accept- 
ing assistance they make the vessel liable for 
salvage, as is the case in some foreign coun- 
tries. Bug this is not the case here. Indeed, 
there is a law in this State which prohibits the 


claim of any salvage,excepta prior arrangement 
has been made with the Captain or agents of 
the wrecked vessel. The snow continues to 
fall fast to-night, and it is drifting badly, but 
the sea is not very high. Should the storm in- 
crease during the night, arrangements have 
been made with the crews of the life-saving 


stations that in case of danger those on the 
steamer will give signals, and immediate relief 
will be given from on shore.

EFFECTS OF A WIDE-SPREAD STORM. 
MUCH SNOW AND SEVERE COLD—TRAVEL DE- 
LAYED OR SUSPENDED WEST AND NORTH. 

CHicaGo, Feb. 1,—The heavy snow-storm 
which, with a slight intermission,has prevailed in this 


vicinity since noon yesterday, has caused serious 


delay and a partial blockade of railway travel on 
the roads centring here. The snow-fall has not 
been very heavy, but being accompanied witha 
strong east wind it has drifted very heavily on the 
roads. This is especially the case on the roads 
coming in along the lake front. The heavy wall 
west of the tracks has caught the drifting snow, so 


that local trains on the Illinois Central Railroad are 
at @ stand-still, and regular trains on that road and 
the Michigan Central and Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy are from four hours upward behind time. 
Wo trains on the Baltimora and Ohio. duo this

morning, had arrived upto noon. The snow still 
continues to fall at intervals, but the drifting wind 
has subsided. 

MiILWavKEr, Wis., Feb. 1.—The snow-fall of the 
past two days has been general and heavy through- 
out Wisconsin, and has greatly impeded railroad 
business—in fact, has blockaded and more or less 
delayed allthe trains on all the roads. The Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul lines in Minnesota 
are blockaded. On the Hastings and Dakota Divi- 
sion 270 men are at work clearing the track, and on 
the Southern Minnesota Division 200 men are sim- 


ilarly employed. The weather here is still threat- 
ening, Freight trains on the Northern Division of 
the Wisconsin Central have been stopped entirely 
until the track can be cleared. The freight accu- 
mulations on the Minnesota and Iowa Divisions of 
the Chicago. Milwaukee and St. Paul are very large. 

Dersrorty Mich.. Feb. 1.—The storm has cleared 
up. The weather is clear and cold. There has 
been a heavy snow-fall throughout’ the State. 
Trains are delayed in every direction. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb. 1.—The driving snow- 
storm, which began yesterday, raged uninter- 
ruptedly to-day, and is almost unparalleled in 
severity. <A high, keen wind drifted the snow 
badly and made street travel shoeeeiney difficult 
and trying. No railway train arrived from the 
East to-day until late in the aftesnoon, and none 
from the West until evening. The first train from 
the South was five hours late. No train went out 
until evening. A locomotive going from the 
round-house to the depot was thrown from the 
track by a drift. Two locomotives were disabled 
by running together in the blinding storm ata 
yard-switch. ‘ 

ToLepo, Ohio, “Feb. 1—A heavy snow-storm, 
with high north-easterly winds, has prevailed here 
for the past 24 hours and still continues, The snow 
is badly drifted and the movement of trains on 
various railways is aera 3 interrupted. The pas- 
senger trains are greatly delayed, and on several 
routes the freight traffic is entirely suspended. 

MirrorD, Penn., Feb, 1.—A severe snow-storm 
set in throughout this region early this morning, 
and has continued with great fury ever since. 
Nearly a foot of snow has fallen, and fs still coming 
down thick and fast to night. In the lumbering 
districts of Northern Pennsylvania, embracing the 
Counties of Monroe, Wayne, and Pike, and in Sul- 
livan County, N. Y., it is now more than three feet 
deep. Ifit continues snowing all night it will be 
nearly four feet deep in the forest by morning, 
which will be the greatest depth it has attained since 
the deep snow of 1856, when the snow was over 
four feet deep anywhere on the level. The inhab- 
itants living in the remote districts were unable to 
shovel their way out to the distant villages for 
weeks, and there was great suffering among the 
poorer classes in consequence. Nearly the same con- 
dition of affairs now exists in the sparsely settled 
districts. The mountain farmers and the lumbermen 
feel the effects of the deep snow most severely. In 
some instances farmers are obliged to drive their 
cattle long distances for water; others are obliged 
to melt snow. Hundreds of men who make a liv- 
ing for themselves and families by cutting logs and 
chopping wood in the lumbering districts have been 
idle now for some time, and the present snow will 
make necessary a cessation of this business for 
many weeks. Travel is greatly interrupted, and 
there is an almost total suspension of out-door 
business. 

Bax.rimorgE, Feb. 1.—A snow-storm which began 
here last night has continued without cessation 
for 2% hours, and the snow is still falling. The 
thermometer at 9 P. M. marks 19° above zero. 
Trains from the West and East are delayed by the 
storm, but no serious obstructions are reported. — 

ALEXANDRIA, Feb, 1.—Navigation between this 
city and Washington was resumed to-day by steam- 
boats. The ice below the city is very heavy. It 
has snowed here all day, and a north-east storm 
is yet prevailing. 

Pererssure, Va., Feb. 1.—The weather here to- 
day has been intensely cold, followed by rain and 
heavy sleet. The streets and sidewalks are thickly 
covered with ice, and the walking is very danger- 
ous. Many treesin the forest have been broken 
down by the weight of the sleet. 

Kingston, N. Y., Feb. 1.—This has been the se- 
verest day of the entire Winter here, not so much 
because of extreme low temperature as from the 
effects of a terrible gale of wind which has been 
blowing from the north-east all day. It began be- 
fore daylight this morning, and has increased in 
fury until this afternoon and evening, when ft has 
attained the violence almost of a Manitoba “ bliz- 
zard.” The ‘streets have been deserted ail 
day, and business was generally suspended 
all over the city. It has yeen feared 
that church spires and other tall structures 
would be blown down. Car drivers and other 
teamsters have suffered extremely. The Ulster 
and Delaware Railway is again blocked with snow, 
and no trains have proceeded over Pine Hill to- 
day. Allroads leading to the ome | are piled full of 
snow. fence high, and communication with the 
outlying country is almost impossible. The mer- 
cury has stood at 5° above zero all day, but the 
cold bas been more severely felt than some days 
ago, when it was 15° below. It has been almost 
impossible for people to keep warm in their houses, 
even with stoves at full blast. The sky has been 
heavy, with leaden clouds all day, with light flur- 
ries of snow occasionally. 

PovuGHKEEPsiE, N. Y., Feb. 1.—A heavy north 
wind is biowing here, and the cold is increasing. 
The mercury dropped 10° in three hours to-day, 
and to-night it is'at zero and still falling. Alltrains 
are running behind time. Some snow fell this 
morning, and a storm is threatened to-night. The 
men harvesting ice have been compelled to cease 
work, about 30 of them having been frost-bitten. 

ALBANY, Feb. 1.--The weather here to-day was 
very cold. The mercury stood near zero all day. 

BARNET, Vt., Feb. 1.—The first train over the 
Portland and Ogdensburg Railroad since last 
Thursday reached St. Johnsbury last night. The 
train was drawn by four engines, to two of which 
was attached a snow-plow. High winds prevailed 
to-day, and in all probability there will not be an- 
other train over the road for several days. 

Picton, Ontario, Feb. 1.—The Prince Edward 
Railway is again blocked by snow. Owing to the 
severe cold men cannot work at clearing the track, 
and it is not likely the blockade will be raised for 
some time. Meanwhile, passengers and mails are 
being forwarded by sleighs. 

San Francisco, Feb. 1.—It began raining in the 
central and northern part of the State again to- 
day. The floods in the rivers are abating very 
slowly. At Shacta up to this afternoon there has 
fallen this season the enormous quantity of 81 40-100 
inches of rain and the damage in that part 
of the State cannot be approximated. In Klamath, 
Del Norte, Trinity, and Siskiyou Counties the rain 
fell very heavily. All the streams in those 
counties have overflowed their banks, flood- 
ing the valleys, destroying farms, carry- 
ing away every bridge across them 
and many saw mills and houses. Much grain and 
stock has been lost. The property destroyed is es- 
timated 4 into the millions. In Colusa County 
the rain fell lighter, but even in that county $500,- 
000 could not pay for the property destroyed. The 
late storm was by far the most extensive and 
destructive that ever occurred on the coast since 
the whites settled here. A large part of the coun- 
try is flooded, including much wheat ground, and 
unless the water runs off quickly there will be a 
much smaller crop in California the coming season 
than heretofore counted on.

THE WEATHER INDICATIONS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb..2—1 A. M.—For the 
South Atlantic States, rain areas, followed by clear- 
ing weather, colder northerly winds, and rising 
barometer. 

For the Gulf States, clear or partly cloudy 
weather, ncrtherly winds, stationary or lower tem- 
perature, generally higher barometer, followed in 
Texas by rising temperature.

THE ROMAN CATHOLICS AND THE 


SCHOOLS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In order that the President of the Board of 
Education may not plead ignorance of the char- 
acters of the men whom he intends to place to- 
morrow on the various committees for the ensuing 
year, allow me to give him, through your columns, 
a little information on that subject. 

The out-and-out Roman Catholic clique consists 
of Messrs. Kelly, Donnelly, Traud, West, and Mori- 
arty. This clique is enabled to control the board 
by the more or less open assistance or connivance 
of Messrs, Katzenberg, Wickham, Wetmore, and 
Bell. These gentlemen, although nominally Prot- 
estants, are induced to vote with the Catholics by 
means of direct or indirect favors which Tammany 
Hall can bestow. The whole infiuence and patron- 
age of Tammany Hall is always at the command of 
the priests to secure another teacher, Principal, 


janitor, or Trustee. For the strength of Tammany 
lall is the solid mass of Roman Catholic voters.

PETTY IMPOSITIONS IN MISSOURI. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

This afternoon I sent my trunk to the Iron 
Mountain Railroad to be checked South, and to my 
astonishment they charged for extra weight at the 
rate of $3 15 a hundred pounds, which I paid re- 
luctantly, as I considered the enormous charge of 4 
cents a mile passage rates should have covered 
every contingent. What inducement is there to 
strangers to locate in a State, say like Texas, where 


rates of passage and freight are so unreasonably 
high. The people of the South want their country 
developed by the assistance of strangers, yet they 
tolerate such highwayman exactions as are im- 
posed by the Iron Mountain and all other 
roads traversing their section. In Texas 
the coal-oiltrade was monopolized last Spring, and 
is so stillI believe, by friends of the railroad com- 
panies, in conseqence of which the price for oil is 
25 cents or more per gallon for same oil that is re- 
tailed in New-York on Third and Sixth avenues at 
10 cents. I was told Jast Spring that on the Galves- 
ton and Henderson Railroaa the coal-oil trade was 
exclusively worked by arelative of that line of 
road at prices above quoted or higher. The people 
of the South need to be aroused to shake off the 
vampires that masquerade as public benefactors. 
I have had to fight off persistent endeavors of con- 
ductors South to collect fare fora child that always 
passed Northern conductors without an inquiry 
even as to herage. Pennies are not used here, so 
on every hand I find myself mulcted of odd change. 
Buying three stamps at hotel cigar-stana the penny 
as change from a ten-cent piece is retained by 
seller; shirts are charged 1244 cents each for wash- 
ing; my bill showed, say, 9 pieces, and should have 
been $1 124, but clerk rendered bilk $1 15; same 
occurred at railroad depot; extra baggage was 
63 cents and baggage-master called it 65cents for 
short and gave 85 cents change to a dollar bill.

THE INSPECTORS OF STEAM VESSELS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—At the meeting of 
the Board of Supervising Inspectors of Steam Ves- 
sels to-day the following was adopted as a modifi- 
cation for rule 10: 


All steamers navigating rivers having boilers exter- 
nally heated shall have a clear space of not less than 
six inches between the boilers and wood-work on 
either side, and four inches on the top of the boilers. 


The following was also adopted: 


All coal-boats, produce-boats, fishing-boats, &c., navi- 
gating any bay or harbor or river, or which shall be 
moored in or near the channel or fairway of any bay, 
harbor, or river, shall carry one bright white light for- 
ward, not less than six feet above the rail or deck. 

The board passed another very important rule 
whereby all small boats propelled by oars shall 
display, between sunset, and sunrise, a bright white 
light from a flag-staff in the bow of the boat. A 
failure to comply with this rule subjects the offend- 
er to a fine of $200 for each offense,

GLEANINGS FROMTHE MAILS

IMPERILED ON A PRAIRIE IN 
MONTANA. ; 


A YOUNG MAIL-CARRIER’S STRUGGLE FOR 
LIFE THROUGH THREE FEET OF SNOW, 


AND WITHOUT FOOD FOR THREE DAYS. 
From the Salt Lake (Utah) Herald, Jan. 27. 
The following is the greater part of a letter 
received here by Mr. Charles H. Bassett from his 
son W. H., whoisin the mail service in Northern 
Montana. The young man is but 22 years of age, 


and the ae and unaffected manner in which he 
relates his thrilling experience shows that he not 
only possesses a great deal of courage, but also a 
great deal of genuine manliness: 

Vrrernta Crry, Montana, Jan. 22, 1881. 

Dear Farner: In answer to your questions, I 
will endeavor to give you some particulars. Atthe 
time I wrote to mother, (Dec. 1,) I was snowed in 
at Fire Hole, and was there about 10 or 12 days. 
Two of us then succeeded in getting over the 
mountains with three horses and snow-shoes, end 
ye arrived at River Side Station that day. On the 

ay following, Marshall, the boss, came in from 
Henry Lake with two men and i5 horses. They 
had been six days on the road, a distance 
of 30 miles. He then ordered me _ to 
start out the following morning. on _horse- 
back, to the lake. I objected, and told him! thought 
it impossible for a horse to get through, and asked 
for a pair of snow-shoes. He then became very an- 
gry, and said he would not send meif he did not 
know I could get to the Jake safely. I started out 
on the morning of the 16th with their best horse. 
but I had not traveled 10 miles before the animal 
was unable to carry me, and I had five miles further 
to go before I could reach some hay-stacks on the 
prairie. By considerable hard work I led the horse 
to the stacks after dark, I was entirely worn out, 
and so took my saddle-blankets and lay down to 
rest, but I fell asleep and did not awaken until day- 
light. I started out again. but only succeeded in 
pay poe one mile that day, as the snow was 
so deep (about three feet on the level) that it was 
impossible for a horse to travel. I was then in a 
cafion, and found wood, so I built a fire, and was 
so tired that I slept all night again and froze my 
feet still more, (but I forgot to say that I froze my 
feet the first night at the hay-stacks.) I dare not 
take off my boots to look at my feet for fear I could 
not get them on again. I had discovered by this 
time that my horse was good for nothing, so I 
started him back to the hay and started on foot, 
calculating to make the lake by night, which 
was 15 miles further on. The lake was 
frozen, so I cut across it to shorten the 
distance; but I soon found my mistake, for when I 
started on it I broke through, and got out only by 
hard scrambling, and was then on the ice wet and 
freezing. There was about two feet of soft snow, 
and I could perely walk. Thestation was on the 
other side of the lake, and by swinging my cap I 
attracted the stock-tender’s attention; but none 
too soon. for I then fell down exhausted, unable to 
take anotherstep. He carried and pushed me in 
on snow-shoes, and took good care of me, 

I had been all this time—three days and two 
nights—without a mouthful of food or water, and 
had eaten snow until my throat was so raw that I 
was unable to eat a full meal for anumber of davs. I 
used arnica on my feet, but the boys thought I 
would lose my toes, if not my whole foot, if I 
didn’t fet down here where I could get medical ad- 
vice. Hearing that a company team Was 18 miles 
this side of there with supplies for here, I con- 
cluded to start for it in company with two mail- 
carriers. This 18 miles had to be made on snow- 
shoes; but I mustered up courage enough to start 
out. Noone can imagine what I suffered on that 
trip. My feet were so sore and raw that I could 
hardly lift them; but we made the trip at last, 
some time after dark. The following morning I 
was unable to walk a step, and was carried around 
and started for this place. 

That day, on the prairie, a terrific snow-storm 
came up, the wind being in our faces. We had to 
make eight miles before dark, and it was then sun- 
down. We knew that unless we did make the 
station beiore dark, the chances were that we 
would never get there. The sleighing was bad on 
account of there being so many rocks: but I took 
the whip and away we went at breakneck speed. 
We struck a rock and broke one runner in a num- 
ber of pieces. Fortunately, we happened to have 
60 feet of rope with us, with which we tied up the 
runner, and away we went again, and arrived at 
the station at dark, I froze again on that trip my 
hands, feet, and chin. My eyes were frozen shut 
most all the time during our fast driving against 
the blinding snow. Wehadahard time coming the 
balance of the way, but not so hard as that which I 
have mentioned. I was in bed in the wagon the 
last 35 miles, 

The doctor does not know yet but that I will 
lose my big toe on the right. foot, but pronounces 
the rest of my toes and my fingers safe. The place 
where I was on foot is 100 miles from here, and ro 
persons live there except the men at mail stations, 
which are 15 miles apart, except at that one place, 
and it is a 30-mile station. : 
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BOYCOTTING IN FRANCE. 
THE RESULT OF A POLICE OFFICIAL’S QUAR- 
REL WITH A CAVALRY SCHOOL, 
From the London News. 

The news of a curious case of Boycotting 
comes to us from France. At Saumur there is a 
famour cavalry school, where cadets and subalterns 
are perfected in the science of horsemanship. It is 
avery aristocratic institution, and always contains 
a@ number of wealthy young men. Latterly it 
pleased a newly-appointed Commissaire de Police 
in Saumur, a gentleman named Martin, to declare 
war upon the school, which he pronounced to be 


full of conceited puppies. Watching his opportun- 
ity, he caused two of the pupils to be arrestea for 
being noisy in the streets at night; but the written 
comp.aint which he addressed to the Governor of 
the school on the following day was couched in 
terms so insolent and full of animus that the 
Governor declined to take any notice of it. Soon 
afterward a disturbance occurred at the theatre. 
The Commissaire hearing an officer talk to a lady 
during the performance, roughly enjoined them 
The officer protested 
against the incivility of the order, and a number of 
other officers and cadets at once sided with him. 
The Commissaire then shouted to the policeman on 
duty to “run in’ the whole lot. In France, how- 
ever, soldiers are amenable to the military tribunals 
only, so that the Commissaire was fain to indite 
another complaint in writing. Again he allowed 
his pen to run away with him, and was, in fact, 
so vituperative that the military authorities 
not only ignored his complaint, but formally 
appealed to the Mayor of Saumur, M. Combier, to 
suspend him from his functions. This the Mayor 
refused to do; whereupon the school, feeling it 
had not had fair play, laid the whole town of Sau- 
mur under a fortnight’s interdict. This sentence, 
falling upon the eve of the new year, inflicted a 
most calamitous pecuniary loss upon local trade. 
The establishment of Saumur, including Governor, 
staff, Professors, riding-masters, subalterns, cadets, 
troopers, grooms, and servants, does not fall far 
short of 650 persons, to whom must be added the 
wives and other relatives of married officers. All 
these people joined in the interdict ana enforced 
it with a unanimity and a pertinacity rather 
out of keeping with French character. During a 
fortnight not a man, woman, or child connected 
with the school would enter any hotel, café, or 
shop in Saumur, or buy so much as a lucifer match 
from any of its inhabitants. Two caterers were 
appointed by the school, and these used to go =v 
to Angers to buy such provisions as were wanted. 
In the midst of the intedict the municipal elections 
came on, and the dismayed inhabitants made their 
Mayor pay dearly for the trouble he had brought 
upon them by upholding the Commissaire. He was 
not actually ejected from the Council, but he re- 
treated from the fourth place he had held on the 
list to the twenty-first, and only carried his election 
by a few votes. The Boycotting of Saumur was to 
have ended on Saturday, but there was some talk 
of renewing it, as the obnoxious Police official still 
holds his post.

A CHINESE WOMAN BECOMES A BAPTIST. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle, Jan. 24. 

Mrs. Foong Sam Toy was baptized and em- 
braced the Christian faith yesterday after the morn- 
ing sermon in the First Baptist Church, the ceremo- 
ny being performed by the Rey. J. B. Hartwell, of 
the Chinese Baptist Mission, on Washington-street, 
above Kearny. The event may be considered a 


notable one, for as far as ascertained Mrs. Sam Toy 
is the first Chinese woman who has embraced the 
Baptist faith in the State of California, the only 
other known instance on the coast being that of a 
Chinese woman in Oregon. Mrs. Foong Sam 
Toy is aged 21, and is now the lawful wedded 
wife of Sam Toy, a young Chinaman who has 
been distinguished as a regular and _sin- 
cere attendant of the mission. The history of 
the female convert may be epitomized in a few 
words, Sister Foong was a chubby-faced little 
thing and so ay baer she had not yet learned to 
eat her rice with chopsticks when her parents in 
China passed away to arother world. The little 
orphan was taken in hand by some old and heart- 
less hag, who clung to the little thing until she be- 
came of marketable value, when she was sold into 
bondage, and, like any piece of merchandise, 
bundled off to this country. Shelivedin a den in 
one of the alleys in the Chinese quarter, surround- 
ed by vice andimmorality, until snatched from her 
miserable life by the Police. Sister Foong was then 
yet of tender age, and was placed in one of the 
orphan asylums, where she has been two or three 
years. In the institution she made the acquaintance 
of another little Chinese girl, whose career bad 


been mapped out by an American family living at 
the Potrero. The attention of these good people 
was brought to Sister Foong by the newly-found 
companion, and they took her asa protégé. The 
yonme woman was sent to the Mission School, and, 

eing an apt and willing girl, advanced in her 
studies so rapidly that she can read and write 
nicely and speak English fairly. She is a regular 
attendant at the school on Washington-street, 
where circumstances have put her in contact with 
Sam Toy, a bright and intelligent Chinese boy. 
They sang from the same 1 bags learned the 
letters of the alphabet and the rudiments of spell- 
ing out of the same illustrated primer, and last Oc- 
tober resolved to gu through life together over the 
same road, a proposition readily assented to by her 


guardians, whose crowning effort was achieved 
yesterday when their ward embraced the faith.

NOT AFRAID OF THE WEATHER. 
THE QUEEN OF ITALY’S REPLY TO A CAU- 
TIONARY SIGNAL. 

A Palermo letter to the London Times, 
datad Jan. 4, says: ‘‘ At8 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing the King and Queen of Italy and the young 
Prince of Naples, accompanied by his Majesty’s 
brother, the Duke d’ Aosta, and attended by Signor 
Cairoli, the Prime Minister, Admiral Acton, Minis- 
ter of the Navy, and Signor Baccarini, Minister of 
Public Works, left Rome to embark on board the 
iron-clad Roma at Naples for that royal progress 
through Sicily to which its people have been solong 
looking forward. In the meantime Admiral Fincati— 
who, it will be remembered, commanded the Italian 
squadron at the recent naval demonstration—was 


suffering no little anxiety at Naples. The weather 
had been unpromising for two days before, and the 
morning broke with a completely overcast sky, 
hiding the upper half of Vesuvius, a stiff gale blow- 
ing, and a heavy sea running into the bay. Before 
9 o’clock telegrams were received from Genoa, 
Leghorn, Civita Vecchia, Messina, and Palermo, all 
reporting dirty weather. In the heavy responsi- 
bility of taking their Majesties, with the two next 
heirs to the throne, out to sea in such weather, he 
determined to telegraph to the Minister of the 
Navy enroute. His telegram, worded as follows, 
and marked ‘Great urgency, with precedence over 
all,’ caught the royal train at the Sparanisi station: 
“*The mail steamer just arrived from Palermo re- 
— having encountered weather of the worst kind. 
m account of the heavy sea and great darkness she 
was obliged to steam with precaution. The Roma has 
her fires lighted, but I keep her moored to the quay. 
If it is the sovereign will to start, I shall let go the 
moorings. The heavy sea in the bay will prevent em- 
barkation outside port. All the telegraphic reports 
areequally bad. Please reply. FINCATT. 


**The Minister of the Navy, who was in the same 
carriage with their Majesties, read the dispatch, 

ondered over it, and gave it to the King. ‘What 
s that? asked the Queen, perceiving something 
was wrong. ‘The King, saying nothing, passed it 
toher. She glanced over it, and then placing it on 
her knee, drew the young Prince of Naples to her 
side, and when he had read it she silently, and 
without a moment’s hesitation, took her pencil and 
wrote beneath it, ‘Sempre avanti Savoia! / /’— 
words well worthy of the brave house from which 
Queen Margherita descends, and conveying at one 
and the same time a sufficient answer to the dis- 
patch and a loving mother’s teaching to her young 
son she would train and guide in the path his an- 
cestors have always trodden. The little Prince 
read the words as the Queen wrote them. She 
smiled on him and handed the dispatch back to the 
Minister, There was no further question of post- 
poning the departure. The three notes—or rather 
dashes, as they are in the original—of accentua- 
tion her Majesty placed after the ward Savoia are 
mos¢ noteworthy; and I may say that I have had 
the dispatch with its royal annotation in my 
hands. The saying that ‘fortune favors the bold’ 
was fully verified in this case. _ Just as the royal 
train reached Naples at 3 0’clock the wind began 
to falland the weather to clear. The rapidity of 
the change was marvelous. At 4:30 their Majesties 
came on board the Roma, the fastenings were 
thrown loose from the buoys, and at a little before 
5 we steamed out of port with no clouds visible.” 
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THE DEMOCRATS IN CONGRESS. 
SEVERE CRITICISM BY THE CENTRAL ORGAN 


OF THE PARTY. 
From the Washington Post, Jan. 30. 

The Democratic Party has had nominal con- 
trol of the popular branch of Congress for six years, 
with majorities varying from overwhelming to 
meagre, but always sufficient to have commanded 
the situation and had its own way, if it had been 
capable of utilizing its strength. The Democratic 
Party is about to occupy the minority side of the 
House, and the cause which, more than any other, 


has contributed to its reduction has been its proved 
incapacity to dominate a Republican minority. 
* * * Without harmony the triumph of a 
party is impossible. The defeat of a party in- 
volves the defeat of the principles represented by 
that organization. Those who sneer at “ the ma- 
chine” and railat “ King Caucus” are contemning 
the only appliances by which, under our political 
system, the success of principles can be assured. 
“The machine” is sometimes corrupt, and * King 
Caucus” is not always right, but they both aim to 
secure the unflinching co-operation of those who 
believe in a given policy and desire to carry it for- 
ward to victory. In almost all the party contests 
of the House a few members of the majority party 
have played into the hands of the opposition. They 
have put on high and holy airs. They have been 
proud of the commendation of their oppo- 
nents. who have used them and despised them 
for being thus used. They have mouthed 
moldy platitudes about their “obligations to their 
own sense of duty rather than the dictates of a 
caucus.” * #* Democratic absenteeism has 
been another and very fruitful source of Demo- 
cratic discomfiture. The alleged Democratic ma- 
jority has been an actual minority for weeks in 
succession. Victory upon victory has been given 
to the Republicans by a few Democrats who have 
cared more for personal convenience than for pub- 
lic duty or the interests of their party. Scores of 
times a quorum has been broken, and the pas- 
sage of a Democratic measure defeated by the 
absence of a few men who at that moment could 
have been found in a bar-room! * * * If the 
minority in the Forty-seventh Congress shall show 
itself as compact, sagacious, alert, and guardedly 
aggressive as has the minority in the present Con- 
gress, there will be a change two years hence. It 
is not the strength of Republican principles half so 
much as the weakness of Democratic management 
that has transferred the sceptre this time. Mean- 
time, a few Democratic distriets will do well to 
drop into obscurity the men whose egotism, weak- 
ness, neglect, and appetites have enabled a minor- 
ity of Republicans to practically dominate a Demo- 
cratic House, and finally retire the Democracy to 
the minority side. 


THE DEFILING GIAOUR, 
From the London Telegraph. 

Upon the occasion, a short time ago, of Ab- 
dul Hamid’s investiture with the Grand Cordon of 
the Legion of Honor by M. Tissot. the French Am- 
bassador at Constantinople, it is stated that the 
Sultan, when the ceremony had been concluded, 
turned to the venerable Hamid Pasha, his Chief 
Chamberlain, who bas already served four succes- 


sive Padishahs in that capacity, and asked him 
‘* whether he remembered to have ever before 
been present at a similar ceremonial.’’ The octo- 
genarian courtier replied in the affimative. ‘It 
was my privilege,’’ he said, ‘‘to be in attendance 
hen your Imperial Majesty’s late father, Sultan 
Abdul Medjid, of imperishable memory, in the Pal- 
ace of Dolma Bagtché, when Lord Stratford de 
Redcliffe, 24 years ago, invested the Padishah 
with the insignia of the Garter in the name of 
her Britannic Majesty. According to ancient 
custom the Ambassador gave the Sultan the acco- 
lade, to the profound horror and disgust of all the 
Mohammedan officials in waiting. As soon as the 
ceremony was over, Abdul Medjid hastened back 
to his harem, where he was asperged by the Sulta- 
nas with the contents of several bottles of rose- 
water, to purify him from the defilement he had 
suffered by contact with a giaour. The clothes he 
had worn during the investiture were torn to shreds 
by the eunuchs, and subsequently burned, while the 
Garter insignia were promptly hidden awayin a 
trunk with some other decorations emanating trom 
Christian sources, never again to be touched by the 
Commander of the “Faithful.” This quaint anec- 
dote is reported to have provoked general meri- 
ment inthe Turkish Court, in which somewhat more 
emancipated views are now prevalent than those 
that characterized Mohammedan society at Stam- 
boul in the year 1856.

FREIGHT ON A SHIPWRECKED CARGO, 
From the New-Orleans Times, Jan. 28. 

A very important case was decided yester- 
day in the United States District Court. The 
amount at issue was not very large, yet the 
principle involved is of interest to the shipping and 
importing circles. The bark San Fernando cleared 
last Summer from Liverpool to New-Orleans with a 
cargo of salt consigned to Jackson & Manson. The 
vessel met with a series of maritime disasters, be- 
ing shipwrecked and thrown on her beams ends 
twice. After her first mishap she put in at a Span- 
ish port and repaired damages. Procceding on her 
voyage she encountered another storm, and was 
for the second time wrecked. Aftera tedious voy- 
age of six months across the ocean the San Fer- 
nando reached here, with the cargo more or less 
damaged. The consignees refused to pay the 
freight bill, and suit for it, amounting to $811, was 
instituted. Messrs. Jackson & Manson for answer 
filed a cross-libel, alleging that the salt was ren- 
dered worthless by carelessness in unloading. This 
the ship’s agents denied, and held that the vessel 
was not to be held responsible for acts of Provi- 
dence, and the disasters which the San Fernando 
met with were no fault of the crew. The demurrer 
was sustained by Judge Billings, and the cross-libel 


overruled. A judgment in favor of the ship for the 
amount sued for, $811, was rendered.

In Edin- 
burgh, on Thursday, the attendance was about 400. 
Instead, therefore, of influencing half a dozen or 
half a score of students, Mr. Smith is now indoe- 
trinating with his views eager audiences of 1,600 
weekly, composed of the leading laymen of the 
two chief cities in Scotland. The men who have 
gathered around Prof. Smith in this movement rep- 
resent wealth as well as influence, and this may 
very well cause the leaders who have shown a dis- 
position to nigh-handed courses to pause.

THE ROTHSCHILD WEDDING. 
A JEWISH MARRIAGE SERVICE IN THE 
LONDON CENTRAL SYNAGOGUE, 
From the London Times, Jan. 30, 

An impressive and beautiful ceremonial, at 
which the Prince of Wales was present, marked the 
celebration yesterday of the wedding between Mr. 
Leopold de Rothschild and Mlle. Marie Perugia. It 
was the first time that the Prince of Wales had 
been the spectator of a Jewish service. Tho 
foundation stone of the Central Synagogue waa 
laid shortly before 1870 by the late Baron Lionel de 
Rothschild, the father of the bridegroom. Itis a 
lofty building in Moresque style, and offered a re- 
markably fine coup d@’eil, its walls ornamented in 
gold and neutral tints, the reading-desk of carved 
oak, and furthest east the rounded sanctuary with 


@ carved oaken cabinet or ark. Here are de- 
posited the scrolls of the law, before which 
a red perpetual lamp swings by a _ brazen 
chain. Choice flowers decorated the entrance to 
the synagogue, and the steps leading up to the 
ark were lined with palms and ferns, among which 
were set white azaleas, camellias, arum lilies, and 
the bright red bracts of the Poinsettia herrima. 
It was said that Messrs. Veitch supplied no one 
else for a week in order to have flowers for the 
Rothschild marriage. The area, as well as the gal- 
leries, was occupied with ladies in bright costumes. 
Between the ark and the reading-desk stood the 
bridal canopy, or chupa, sup oxted by four poles, 
and it was beneath this that the ceremony was sol- 
emnized. It represents the chamber of the bride- 
groom, and the word chupa, by which it is still 

nown among the modern Jews, is that used by the 
Psalmist in a of the chamber of the bride- 
groom in the beautiful simile of the sun, “* which 
is as a bridegroom coming out of his chamber, and 
rejoiceth as a strong man to run arace.” The 
Talmud mentions a usage of P anting at the birth 
of a child a tree, from which, when the boy grew 
up oy was married, the staves of the chupa were 
made. 

Yesterday’s ceremony began with the ordinary 
afternoon service, intoned by the Rev. M. Hast, the 
responses sung by the boyish voices of the choir. 
The Psalms were chanted in Hebrew; the prayer 
for the royal family was said in English. At 2:25 
the bridal procession entered the synagogue, the 
bride’s advancing by the right faisle, the bride- 
groom’s by the left. As the bride passed into the 
synagogue the ladies in the front rows cast in front 
of her basketfuls ot white flowers. The bride and 
bridegroom advanced to the canopy, the bride still 
on the bridegroom’s right. Mlle. Perugia wore 
white eatin trimmed with Mechlin lace, which 
made a charming newd of lace in front. The train 
was of white satin and Mechlin point. Her veil was 
of white tulle, her bouquet small and of rare white 
flowers. Her dress in front was set with little 
sprigs of orange blossoms, sent from the south of 
France, and she wore the same sweet-scented blos- 
soms in her hair. Although the parure of jewels 
for the hair from the bridegroom was most admired 
among the presents of the bride, Mile. Perugia 
wore no jewels in her hair or elsewhere, and the 
whole wedding party was conspicuons by the ab- 
sence of jewelry. The two young daughters of Sir 
Charles Forbes stood behind the bride; the two 
other bridesmaids, Mlle. Beatrice de Rothschild 
and Miss Luna Sassoon, placed themselves on 
the right. Their dresses were of the lithtest 
shade of delicate blue, which sometimes 
looked a pale green by the artificial light. 
Their bouquets were of white azaleas 
and eucharis with red roses; they wore the brace- 
lets given by the bridegroom, which we yesterday 
described. Two of the bridesmaids had white 
skirts :trimmed with lace, the others were all in 
blue. They wore pretty hats of the Gainsborough 
type. The bridegroom had on his shoulder a silken 
scarf, in the borders of which was woven a thread 
of blue. It was marked in his initials in gold, 
united by a true lover’s knot, and had been pre- 
sented to him by his bride. This Talith, or scarf of 
prayer, is always given by the bride to her bride- 
groom, and is accompanied, among the most 
orthodox, by the gift of a shroud, to serve 
the same purpose of grim reminder as 
the coffin at the Egyptian feast. The bride- 
groom’s “best man” was his only unmarried 
brother, Mr. Alfred de Rothschild. Baron:Arthur 
and Baron FE. de Rothschild, M. Perugia, and M. 
Lambert placed themselves at the four corners of 
the canopy. The Rey. A. L. Green, the celebrant 
of the marriage, took up his position beneath the 
canopy, and as the bridal processions advanced the 
choir burst out into ** Blessed is he who cometh in 
the name of the Lord; we bless you from the 
house of the Lord.” Then began the first part of 
the marriage ceremony, which represents the 
ancient betrothal. The priest addressed in English 
the two who had come before him to be united, his 
words taking the form of a prayer. The priest 
gave the bridegroom and then the bride the 
wine of the sanctification to drink, and the choir 
sang, invoking blessings on the fortunate pair and 
praising God ** who sanctifieth His people Israel by 
the ceremony of the nuptial canopy and the rite of 
wedlock.” The bridegroom placed the ring upon 
his bride’s finger, and said in aloud voice, in He- 
brew and English. “Behold, thou art consecrated 
to me with this ring, according to the law of Moses 
and Israel.” Then the second part of the cere- 
mony, the marriage proper, began. The marriage 
contract was read in Chaldaic, and an abstract in 
English of the contract was also recited by Mr. 
Green. The seven blessings were said, and a 
prayer was offered up that in Jerusalem and in the 
cities of Judah there might speedily be heard again 
“the voice of joy and the voice of song; the voice 
of the bridegroom and of the bride.” And now the

tion who were at the camp on a visit thought he 
would beanice companion for their little girl, 
took him to their home and kept him for four 
years. At this time he is said to have had fair hair, 
cut short, with a tendency to curl. After four years 
he ran away from his protectors, since which 
time he has led a wandering life. The ladis 
now in the hands of a German, who says he 
means to get any money that is to be mad 

by restoring him to his parents. In most o 

these cases, Mr. Ross says, the controlling motive 
seems to be to make money. Accordingly, every:

Everything that can throw light upon the 
life and character of Dr. Livingstone and 


pring his personality mere clearly into view is 


sure to be eagerly welcomed by the public. 


From the days when the world first became 


alive to the work that was being done by him 
on the continent of Africa to the time when he 
was discovered, lonely and sick and desolate, 
by Stanley at Ujiji, interest in the great mis- 


sionary and explorer has scarcely flagged. 
Dr. Livingstone has himself written much ; but 


the accounts he has prepared of his labors and 
explorations are marked by a characteristic 
modesty and reticence, and reflect but little of 
his personal experiences and feelings. It is 
Prof. Blaikie’s purpose to present, from cer- 


tain of his hitherto unpublished journals, and 


from his private correspondence, a more com- 


plete history of his life, and especially that 
part of it which relates to the inner workings 
of his mind and heart, than has yet appeared. 
The congenial task was imposed upon him by 
members of the Livingstone family, who have 


contributed all the data in their possession, to 


which was added many letters and papers held 


by other friends. The recovery of an important 
private journal of Dr. Livingstone, which had 
been lost at the time when his volume entitled 
** Missionary Travels’? was published, has also 
thrown much new light upon the part of his 


life immediately preceding his first great 
journey into the interior of the African con- 


tinent. 

In the first two chapters of his volume Prof. 
Blaikie gives a rapid and succinct account of 
the family from which the explorer sprung, 
his early life and preparation for service in 
the missionary cause. The family of Living- 
stone sprung, as he has himself recorded, from 


the Island of Ulva, on the west coast of Mull, in 


: r 
Scotland. The Celtic name was McLeay, 
which, according to the explorer’s own idea 
means ‘‘son of the gray-headed,”’ but accord- 
ingto another derivation ‘‘son of the physi- 
cian.’”? The Saxon name of the family was 
originally spelled Livingstone, but the father 
ofthe explorer curtailed it by omitting the 
final ‘‘e.’”? Before he died, however, he re- 


quested his son to restore it, which was done 
in 1857. The Livingstones were poor, and at 
the age of 10 young David was put to work in 
a factory as a piecer, from which, af- 
ter a number of ears, he rose to 
be a= spinner. While at the loom 
he managed to read and study, and made his 
way through severalof the classic authors. 
At 20 his mind had become thoroughly imbued 
with the religious~ tenets of Scotland, and five 
years later his activity and zeal led him to 
offer himself as a candidate for mission service 
to the Directors of the London Missionary So- 
ciety. The idea of medical missions was at 
that time comparatively new. It had_ been 
started in connection with missions to China, 
and it was in the prospect of going to that 
country that Livingstone resolved,to obtain a 
medical education. The self-denial he was 
compelled to practice in order to accomplish 
this object borders on the heroic. -rof. 
Blaikie suggests that “if we had a note 
of his housekeeping in his Glasgow lodging we 
should wonder less at his ability to live on the 
fare to which he was often reduced in Africa.’ 
By the time Livingstone was ready for his 
work the famous opium war had broken out. 
While it continued no new appointments could 
be made to China. He came in contact, how- 
ever, with Mr. Maffat, who was then in Eng- 
land creating much interest in his South Af- 
rican mission. The idea of his going to Af- 
rica became a settled thing, and was soon car- 
ried into effect. Livingstone was ordained on 
the 20th of November, 1840, and the following 
month embarked for the Cape. In his first 
letter to the Missionary Society he writes that 
he has spent most of his time at sea in the 
study of theology, and that he was deeply 
grieved to say that he knew of no good hav- 
ing been done in the case of any one aboard 
the ship. ‘ 

Tho description that Prof. Blaikie gives of 
Livirgstone’s earliest experiences as a mission- 
ary goes far to prove the adage that ‘*‘ Trouble 
rarely comes from the source from which it is 
expected.’”’ He was prepared to grapple with 
ignorance and heathenism, but the diificulties 
which beset him were frequently of a very 
different character. Prof. Blaikie tells us ‘‘ He 
had not been long at the Cape when he found, 
to his surprise and sorrow, that the mission- 
aries were not all at one, either as to the gen- 
eral policy of the mission, or in the matter of 
social intercourse and confidence.’’ At his first 
station, Mabotsa, he had the famous encounter 
with the lion, the story of which has been so 
often told. Here, too, he and his wife, whom 
he had married soon after his arrival, came 
into collision with the missionary who had 

ken part in rearing ‘the station. Living- 
stone was accused of acting unfairly by him; 
of assuming to himself more than his due, and 
attempts were made to discredit both among 
the missionaries and with the London Society. 
This led to his removal to Chonuane, a sta- 
tion 40 miles from Mabotsa. Here he remained 
but a short time. The want of rain was fatal 
to agriculture and about equally fatal to the 
mission. It was necessary to remove to a lo- 
cality where water could be had, and a new 
station was formed at Kolobeng, again 40 miles 
further on. This placeis pathetically described 
by Prof. Blaikie as the only permanent home 
the Livingstones ever had. Here they had a 
comfortable house, and here several children 
were born to them. This time the enemy was 
the Boers. The latter, although supposed to, 
belong to a Christian race, were opposed to 
missionaries. Durirg a visit made by Living- 
stone and his family to the Cape, they made 
a raid upon Kolobeng, despoiled his house, set 
fire to the town, destroyed the corn and cattle, 
and killed asnumber of the natives. 

After this experience Livingstone began to 
cherish other plans than those of quietly 
preaching the Gospel at a missionary station 
near the coast. The conviction had impressed 
itself upor him that there were ‘“‘three times 
too many missionaries in the colony.’’ The 
Boers were resolved to shut up the interior in 
order to carry on what practically amounted 
to a slave trade among the natives, whom they 
forced to fight their battles and to perform the 

work of servants without compensation. Living- 
stone became convinced that it was his duty 
to force his way into the interior, and he 
writes to his brother-in-law that he would 
**open a path through the country or perish.”’ 
Prof. Blaikie goes with considerable length 
into the controversy which arose in regard to 
Livingstone after this resolution was taken, 
whether he was not neglecting his duties as a 
missionary for the career of an explorer, and 
also treating his family with heartlessness and 
neglect. He argues that there is sufficient evi- 
dence to show that Livingstone was divinely 

uided in each enterprise that he undertook. 

‘he idea had taken possession of his mind that 
Africa was exposed to a terrible evil through 
the desire of the natives to possess articles of 
European manufacture and their readiness for 
this end to engage in the slave trade, Though 
no African had ever been known to sell his 
own children into captivity, the tribes were 
ready enough to sell other children that had 
fallen into their hands by war or otherwise. 
_ But if a legitimate traffic were established 
through which they might obtain whatever 
European goods they desired in exchange for 
ivory and other articles of native produce, 
then it would seem as if the horrors of the 
slave trade might be brought toan end. Prof. 
Blaikie writes: 

“ The idea was destined to receive many a con- 
firmation before Livingstone drew his last breath 
of African air. It naturally gavea great impulse 
to the purpose which had already struck its roots 
into his soul—to find a road to the sea either on the 
eastern or western coast. Interests wider and 
grander than even the planting of mission stations 
on the territories of Sebituane now rose to his 
view. The welfare of the whole continent, both 
spiritual and temporal, was concerned in the suc- 
cess of this plan of opening new channels to the en- 
terprise of British and other merchants, always 
eager to hear of new markets for their goods. By 
driving away the slave trade, much would be done 
to prepare the way for Christian missions, which 
could not thrive in an atmosphere of war and com- 
motion. An idea involving issues so vast was fit- 
ted to take a right powerful hold on Livingstone’s 
heart, ana make him feel that no sacrifice could be 
too great to be encountered, cheerfully and pa- 
tiently, for such an end.” 


Prof. Blaikie follows Dr. Livingstone through 
the various journeys that supplied the subject 
matter for the famous ‘‘ Missionary Travels,” 
He is careful, however, not to repeat the story 
told in that volume, but simply to use it asa 
thread whereon to hang the fresh matter with 
which he is supplied. Many of the events 
which the explorer has but slightly sketched 
are given a new and interesting significance by 
being connected with extracts from his jour- 
nals and correspondence upon personal 
matters, lLivingstone’s deep and tender 
love for his family, which the world 
had called if question, is shown 
by letters to his wife after her return to Eng- 


land. His unabated missionary zeal, and also 
the devotion with which he was regarded 


b 
his fellows, is brought to light by evidence Of 
the same character. Prof, Blaikie has much to 


tell of Dr. Livingstone’s troubles as a writer. 


The constant use of his pen seems never to 
have made it a familiar weapon, and in the 
early part of his life his difficulties with edi- 
tors who refused to publish the articles he 
sent home caused him such disgust 
that he soon ceased to prepare them. 
‘‘Missionary ‘Travels’? was prepared dur- 


ing his first visit to England. It ‘proved 
such a terrible task to the explorer, that he 


was accustomed to say that he ‘‘ would rather 
cross Africa than write another book.’”’? He 
was always afraid that his English was not 
correct, and spent much of his time lamenting 
that he had not the gift of glowing sentences 
and eloquent rhetoric wherewith to arouse the 


world to the condition of Africa. Tne book is 
in fact wanting in much that would have come 


easily toa natural writer, being rather a col- 
lection of pieces than an organized whole, but 
its success was immense, and the effect 
it produced would scarcely have been 
ow had it shown the most exceptional 
iterary talent. As regards the com- 
plaint which has been made that so large a 
part of it is occupied with matters of science, 


geographical inquiries, descriptions of plants, 


rivers, and mountains, and so little with what 


directly concerns the work of the missionary 
Prof. Blaikie urges that Livingstone regarde 

himself as but a pioneer in the missionary en- 
terprise. The work was yet to bedone. It 
belonged to the future, not to the past. He 
wished his book to be a record of facts, nota 


mere register of hopes. He “* would diligently 
record facts which he had ascertained about 


Africa, facts that he saw had some bearing on 


its future welfare, but whose significance in 
that direction no one might yet be able to per- 
ceive.’’ 

In spite of all the trials attendant upon its 
production, the book brought Livingstone what 
to him was a small fortune, and enabled him 
to free himself from his dependence upon the 


London Society, He had become familiar 


with the accusation that he was not sufficient- 


ly a missionary, and it was no doubt a great 
relief to write to one of the complainants thus: 
**Knowing that some persons do believe that 
—- upa new country to the sympathies 
of Christendom was not a proper work 
for an agent of a missionary society to 
engage in, I now refrain from taking any 


salary from the society with which [ was 


connected, so that no loss is sustained by any 
one.”” Much of the money received from the 
book was given to the Zambesi expedition, 
which Livingstone planned and arranged for 
before his departure from Engiand. It was at 
this time that the explorer had the interview 
with the Queen in regard to which he isso 
reticent in his published works. Prof. Blaikie 


has not been able to find any further account 


of it than the familiar one that ‘her Majesty 
simply assured him of her good wishes in his 
journeys.’’ Livingstone cared little for appro- 

ation and patronage even from royalty. He 
was giad to return to Africa and to his favor- 
ite work of exploration. 

The journey up the Zambesi and its tribu- 
taries involved Livingstone in the production 
of another book. Again Prof. Blaikie has to 
recount the agonies of an explorer from whom 
the world demands a written record of his dis- 
coveries, This time he fancied that he might 
do better if he had help, but the event proved 
that the difficulties of book-making could ‘not 
be thus overcome. His brother, Chasse Liy- 
ingstone, who had accompanied the expedition, 
had written a full diary, and in order that his 
name might be on_ the title-page and he 
might have the profits of the American edi- 
tion, his journal was made use of. Liv- 
ingstone found himself sorely perplexed how 
to work in his brother’s material. He would 
forget the arrangement of joint authorship, 
and finally concluded that he could more easi- 
ly have done the whole volume by himself. 
The death of Dr. Livingstone’s wife occurred 
at Kuruman during the years devoted to the 
Zambesi expedition. The slight mention that 
he makes of it in his volume has been charged 
to indifference, but Prof. Blaikie introduces 
several pages from his private journals which 
are filled with the lamentations of a most lov- 
ing husband. There is also a letter from his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Moffat, acquitting him of 
anything bordering upon carelessness and 
neglect. 

While engaged upon his literary work, Liv- 
ingstone was constantly interrupted by the de- 
mands made upon him by persons in high 
places. Society had made up its mind to lionize 
the African explorer. He was entertained by 
Lady Palmerston, the Duchess of Wellington, 
Lord Russell, Mr. Gladstone, and other distin- 
guished personages. Public dinners were given 
him in profusion. These were a sore trial, for 
he was frequently obliged to make. a speech. 
The following entry in his diary shows the 
kind of society in whick the modest Scotch 
missionary found himself and the tribulation 
this part of a banquet usually caused him: 


‘297TH APRIL.—Went down to Crystal Palace with 
Agnes to a Saturday concert. ‘The music very fine. 
Met Waller, and lost a train. Came up in hot 
haste to the dinner of the Royal Academy. * * * 
Sir Charlies Eastlake, President; Archbishops of 
Canterbury and York on each side of the. chair; 
all the Ministers present except Lord Palmerston, 
who is ill of gout in the hand. Lord Russell, Lord 
Granville, and Duke of Somerset sat on other side 
of table from Sir Henry Holland, Sir Roderick, and 
myself. Lord Clarendon was close enough to lean 
back and clap me on the shoulder, and ask me 
when I was going out. Duke of Argyll. Bishops of 
Oxford and London, were within ear-shot; Sir J. 
Romilly, the Master of the Rolls, was directly in 
front, on the other side of our table. He said that 
he watched all my movements with great interest. 
* * * Lord Derby made a good speech. The 
speeches were much above the average. I was not 
told that I was expected to speak till I got in, and 
this prevented my eating. When Lord John Man- 
ners complimented me after my speech I men- 
tioned the effect the anticipation had on me. To 
comfort me he said that the late Sir Robert Peel 
never enjoyed a dinner in these circumstances, but 
sat crumbling up his bread till it became quite a 
heap on the table. * * * My speech was not re- 
ported.” 


The account which Prof, Blaikie gives of 
Stanley’s search for Livingstone and the meet- 
ing between the two men in the wilds of Africa 
is full of admiration and enthusiasm for the 
American explorer. He begins the story at the 
time when Stanley first received in Paris the 
commission to find Livingstone, and alludes to 
the mysterious fact that, instead of proceeding 
directly to Africa, he was first to visit Con- 
stantinople, Palestine, and Egypt. Stanley’s 
delight at the success of his expedition and the 
pleasure he took in providing the suffering mis- 
sionary with the comforts he had been so long 
without are described in glowing terms. Lib- 
eral quotations are also made from his book. 
Prof. Blaikie speaks of Stanley as one 
whom Livingstone ‘‘ could trust to do every- 
thing that zeal and energy could contrive in 
order to find him efficient men and otherwise 
to carry out his plans.” In comparing the 
energetic American with Livingstone’s English 
friends and assistants, he says: ‘‘ What man 
in his senses would have failed in these circum- 
stances to avail himself to the utmost of the 
services of one who had shown himself so 
efficient: would have put him aside to fall 
back on others, albeit his own countrymen, 
who, with all their good-will, had not been 
able to save him from robbery, beggary, anda 
half-broken heart ?’ For Lieut. Cameron, who 
opposed the determination of Livingstone’s fol- 
lowers to carry his body to the coast after the 
sad death scene in Ilala, and who appropriated 
the explorer’s instruments to aid in his own 
investigations, Prof. Blaikie has some words of 
bitter censure. 

The closing chapter of Prof. Blaikie’s vol- 
ume is entitled ‘‘ Posthumous Influence,’ and 
was prepared for the purpose of showing that 
the history of Livingstone’s life is not com- 
pleted with the record of death, He writes of 
the great missionary and explorer: ‘‘ The 
continual cry of his heart to be permitted to 
finish his work was answered, answered thor- 
oughly, though not in the way that he thought 
of. The thrill that went through the civilized 
world when his death and all its touching cir- 
cumstances became known did more for Africa 
than he could have done had he completed 
his task and spent — in this country follow- 
ing it up. From: he worn-out figure kneeling 
at the bedside in the hut in ala an electric 
spark seemed to fly, quickening hearts on every 
side.’? According to Prof. Blaikie it only needs 
& passing glance at the progress of events dur- 
ing the seven years that have elapsed since 
Livingstone’s death to become convinced of this. 
Whether we consider the steps that have been 
taken to suppress the slave trade, the progress 
of commercial undertakings, the successful 
journeys of explorers stimulated by his ex- 

ample who have gone from shore to shore, or 
the new enterprises of the various missionary 
bodies, carried out by agents with somewhat of 
Livin ne’s spirit, we shall see what a won- 
derful revolution he effected, and how entirely 
he changed the prospects of Africa.

LARGE PROPERTY. 


WAS HE LEGALLY DIVORCED BEFORE HE 
REMARRIED —THE FIRST MRS. YATES 
AND HER CHILDREN CHARGE FRAUD 
AND UNDUE INFLUENCE. 


The trial of asomewhat remarkable will case, 


involving the distribution of an estate valued at 


$250,000 left by Alonzo O. Yates, a clothier, was be- 
gun yesterday before Surrogate Calvin. Over 380 
years ago the decedent was a clerk in a Utica cloth- 
ing store. He married Anna Maltby, of Skane- 
ateles, about 1852, and removing to Syracuse soon 
after entered into business on his own account. 


The venture was attended by such a degree of suc: 


cess that in the course of 10 years he amassed quite 
a large fortune. Some time in 1860 a young woman 


named Agnes Sarah Quinlan obtained a situation 
ascook inhis house, and when Mr. Yates subse- 
quently took his wife to Europe on apleasure tour, 
their children were left in the care of Agnes Sarah, 


who had asked to be retained in the service of 


the family as nurse during the absence of the hus: 


band and wife. On returning from abroad, in the 
Fall of 1863, Yates purchased a handsome dwelling 
known as Renwick Castle, built by a wealthy Eng- 
lishman in the suburbs of Syracuse. Here the fam- 
ily lived in a style commensurate with their means. 
Agnes Sarah Quinlan continued in her position as 
nurse until her presence became intolerable to Mrs. 
Yates, who, it is said, dismissed her after ascer- 


taining that her husband had lavished peculiar at- 


tentions on her. Yates took Agnes Sarah awey bs 


his carriage to the railroad station, and furnls 
her with a ticket for Newburg, where she expected 
to find a refuge at the home _ of her relatives. 
The misunderstanding between Yates and his wife 
increased as time advanced, and finally resulted 
in a separation. A document was drawn up in 
which it was stipulated that Mrs. Yates should re- 
ceive $25,000, and have limited care of the children. 


Mrs. Yates then went to live in the Vanderbilt 


House, Syracuse, and Yates came to this Oity, In 
1872 he was married in St. Thomas's Episcopal 


Church, on Fifth-avenue, to his former cook, Agnes 
Sarah Quinlan, the proponent in the present con- 
test before the Surrogate. Her counsel assert that 
Yates, soon after separating from his first wife, 
discovered that she had been criminally intimate 
with-her step-brother, a physician, and that a di- 
vorce was legally obtained on the ground of adul- 


tery before he married the Peeulty It appears, 


however, that considerable difficulty has been ex- 


perlenced in obtaining the record of the divorce 


n consequence of the disappearance of the 
papers from the office of the County Clerk 
of Syracuse. The first Mrs. Yates, whose daugh- 
ters are contesting legatees,"denies that she heard 
of the divorce proceedings until years after the de- 
cree was obtained. In 1874 Yates took his second 


wife to Europe. Directly after returning he bought 
the handsome residence No. 564 Fifth-avenue, and 
went to live therein. Two years later, during the 
Centennial Exhibition, he established a branch of 
his clothing house in Philadelphia.

Before the death of Yates, 
which occurred last October, Mrs. Yates No. 2 re- 
covered the control of her mental faculties, and is 
at present residing with her two children in the 
Fifth-avenue house. Anna Maltby, the first wife, 
lives with her daughter, Mrs. Dickel, at No. 128 
West Fifty-sixth-street. 
The will was offered for probate on Oct. 18. Ac- 
cording to its provisions Alonzo C, Yates gave to 
his wife, Agnes Sarah Yates, all his right and title 
to the house No, 564 Fifth-avenue, together with 
the household furniture, plate, linen, china, pic- 
tures, statuary, bronzes, books, chattels, and 
effects; also, the residence at Syracuse known as 
“Renwick Castle,” and sucb. of his horses and 
cattle as she might desire to select. His 
Trustees and Executors were directed’ to 
hold all the real estate until his son, Alonzo C. 
Yates, should attain his majority, and to pay the 
rents and profits accruing therefrom to his widow, 
Agnes Sarah Yates, for her own use and mainte- 
nance and for the maintenance and education of 
her children, Alonzo C. and Inez Udora Yates. If 
at any time during the minority of the boy the 
Executors received at least $75,000 for Renwick 
Castle, they were to a of it, to invest 
the proceeds of the sale. and to pay the income to 
his widow. In the fifth clause of the will they 
were instructed to realize as soon as practicable 
on the decedent’s interest in the business of A. C. 
Yates & Co., of Syracuse and Philadelphia, but, if 
deemed necessary, to loan the sum of $75,000 to the 
surviving partners. The sixth clause directed 
the Executors and ‘Trustees to invest the 
money realized from the business interests in 
first mortgage bonds and Government securities, 
the income of which was also to be paid to his 
widow. The seventh clause proneee that $40,000, 
in two sums of $20,000, should be invested for the 
benefit of the children of his first wife, Cornelia 
Van Evra Yates, wife of James W. Hagan, of 
this City, and Lilian M. Yates, wife of 
Charles Dickel, also of this City. On the 
death of either of the children of his 
first wife the legacy was to be_ invested 
for the support of her children, and in the event of 
her dying childless the amount was to form a part 
of the residue of the estate. As soon as the tes- 
tator’s son, Alonzo C., reached the age of 21 years 
the Trustees were to dispose of all the real estate 
and to have $75,000 invested in bonds, the interest on 
which should go to Agnes Sarah Yates, the widow, 
and at her death to form a part of the residue of the 
estate, all of which was bequeathed to the son and 
daughter born of the second marriage. The pro- 
visions in favor of the widow were to remain in 
force so long as she refrained from marrying again. 
In the event of her entering into a second marriage, 
she was simply to be the recipient of dower rights, 
Agnes Sarah Yates, Theodore Dissel, Peter Burns, 
and William H. Stiles were named Trustees and 
Executors of the will, which was attested on Nov. 
26, 1878. 
aggre nvsing. after the offering of the document 
for probate, Lilian M. Dickel and Cornelia V. Ha- 
an, the married daughters of the first wife, Anna 
altby, filed objections. Mrs, Dickel charges that 
the will was obtained by fraud and undue influence 
exercised by “‘one Agnes, who ciaims to be the 
wife of lonzo C. Yates,” or some other 
ersons, and that, if ever executed by him, 
t was subsequently revoked. Mrs. Hagan 
alleges that the will is not the true expression 
of Mr. Yates’s desires, and that if made by him it 
was procured by fraud, and made through a mis- 
apprehension of his social and legal position and 
relations to Agnes Sarah Yates, Alonzo C. Yates, 
Jr., Inez U. Yates, and the testator’s first wife, 
Anna Yates. Mrs. Hagan also claims, on informa- 
tion and belief, that Mr. Yates made another will 
bearing an earlier date than the one offered for 
probate. .

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COMMUNISTS RAISE A SMALL UPROAR. 

There was an excited and disorderly meet- 
ing of the Socialistic Labor Party in the Germania 
Assembly Rooms on Sunday, when an effort was 
made to expe! Justus H. Schwab, the Communistic 
liquor-dealer, of No. 50 First-street. Wild uproar 
was created. Chairs were thrown about, and sev- 
eral people were injured, among them Fred H. 
Meine, of No. 187 East Twenty-third-street, and 
Louis Ackemann, of No. 189 Allen-street. They 
applied for warrants to Justice Smith, at the Essex 
Market Court, on Monday. Meine charged that 
Schwab threw a chair at him, striking him on the 
head, and Ackemann alleged that Carl Selig, one of 
Schwab’s adherents, picked up another chair and 
struck him. Schwab and Selig were both arrested 
and brought to court yesterday. Schwah acted as 
his own counsel, and secured his enes. bring- 
ing two witnesses who testified that he had noth- 
ing to do with the violence that prevailed in the 
meeting. Justice Smith entertained Ackemann’s 
coenpe against Selig, and, accepting Schwab as his 
bondsman, released him from custody. 
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AGAINST TELEGRAPH MONOPOLY.

SUSPICIONS THAT THE VICTIM, A WOMAN, 
WAS ATTACKED BY A MAN. 

While Officer Rufus Briggs, of the First Pre- 

cinct, was passing Franklin Market, near Old-slip, 


at 11 o’clock on Monday night, he heard a woman

Coenties-slip. She was taken to the Chambers- 
Street Hospital, whither Reid was subsequently 
brought by the officers, but the patient was still in- 
sensible, and could not be aroused to identify him. 
An examination of her injuries showed her to be in 


a dying condition, and suifering from many contu- 


sions on the head and shoulders, and a probable 


fracture of the base of the skull. 

Reid was brought before Justice Wandell, in the 
Tombs Court, yesterday. A certificate of the pa- 
tient’s injuries was produced. The prisoner still 
persisted in denying any knowledge of the tragedy, 
and was committed without bail to await the result 
of the woman's injuries. To a Timxrs reporter, who 
talked with him after his arraignment, Reid said 


he had been acquainted with Mrs. Thomas a 


long time, Her husband, who is a sailor, had 


left her some months ago. On Monday night he 
was surprised to find herin his room with her little 
boy, after he had gone down stairs to get some 
wood to builda fire. He did not know how she 
came toenterthe room. They sat down together, 
drank some ale, and talked over old times until the 
fire accidentally went out. He left the room toget 
some fuel, and when he returned the woman was 
not there, but her boy was ay 5 with the kitten 


on the floor. He started to find where she had 


gone, when a Police officer seized him, and charged 
im with having thrown his visitor out of the win- 
dow. This was the first intimation he had of what 
had happened, and he was shocked at the intelli- 
gence. He was arrested, and this was all he knew 
about the matter. Mrs. Thomas, he says, must 
have thrown herself out of the window. Reid was 
locked up in the City Prison. The physicians enter- 
tain but little hope of Mrs. Thomas’s recovery.

Lhe Signal Service Bureau report indicates

The Senate Finance Committee has deter- 
mined upon certain amendments to the Re- 
funding bill which are in part in accordance 
with the recommendations of the Secretary 
of the Treasury. It has decided to make 
the bonds redeemable after five years and 
payabie in twenty years, and to fix the inter- 
est On both bonds and certificates, or Treas- 
ury notes, at 34 per cent. ‘The term of the 
bonds thus recommended is that suggested 
by Mr. SwHerMan, though that gentle- 
man ventured the opinion that the 
notes could be floated at 8 per cent. He ex- 
plained in his remarks before the Finance 
Committee that the notes wouid, in his 
opinion, be practically a call loan and could 
command the lowest rate. This view may 
be confirmed in practice, but we doubt it, 
and the experiment seems to us by no means 
free from risks. At any rate, it has notcom- 
mended itself to the judgment of the com- 
miitee, and is not likely to prevail in the ac- 
tion of the Senate. What will be the ulti- 
mate decision of that body is nearly as un- 
certain as ever, as the recommendations of 
the committee are not likely to be conclusive. 


The question of confirming the nomina- 
‘tion of Mr. SranteEy Marrarws as Justice 
oi the United States Supreme Court will be 
placed squarely on issue between the rail- 
road corporations and the people. As ex- 
plained in a Washington dispatch, the 
Supreme Court, in the event of the 
confirination of Mr. Marraews, would on 
the question of the constitutional right of 
the Government to regulate railroads stand 
equally divided, with the uncertain vote of 
Judge Woops in the working bench of seven 
members holding the power of decision. The 
danger of reversing the opinion of the court 
in favor of the constitutionality of the Pa- 
cific Railroad Funding bill is but one of the 
dangers which would attend the elevation of 
Mr. Marruxws to the bench. It might in- 
volve a paralysis of the power of the Goy- 
ernment to deal temperately and justly with 
questions of transportation, and would thus 
tend to give dangerous ‘force to the pop- 
ular movement, slowly gathering strength, 
agamst the pretensions and exactions of 
the railroads. It would be in the last degree 
undesirable that in dealing with one of the 
most important issues of the immediate fu- 
ture the Supreme Court should be visibly 
controlled by the influence of an ex-attorney 
of the companies. It touches the very 
foundation of our institutions that the pub- 
lic confidence in the impartiality of the high- 
est judicial tribunal in the land should be 
maintained, and Senators who assist in the 
confirmation of Mr. Marruews will be held 
to a strict account for the consequences 
which their votes may entail.” 

A CAE TLE CIEL TES 

The reduction of the public debt, though 
over seven millions of dollars for last month, 
is some three millions and three-quarters less 
than for January, 1880. The difference is 
fully accounted for by the decrease of a mil- 
lion and a half in Customs revenues and 
an increase of two millions and a 
half in current expenditures. The 
aggregate decrease of the debt for the 
first seven months of the fiscal year is nearly 
double that recorded for the same period of 
Jast‘year, but as the drain on the score of 


_gsvears of pensions has yet to be met, it is 


not expected that the aggregate decrease 
reached by the end of June will be very 
much more than of the year ending with last 
June. The amount of silver dollars 
in the Treasury is over fifty mil- 
lions, against which there are about thir- 
ty-seven millions and three-quarters of sil- 
ver certificates outstanding, leaving thirteen 
millions and a half of these coins the property 
of the Government. The amount of gold 
and bullion in the Treasury has decreased 
two millions and a quarter during the month, 
while there has been an addition of two 
millions of silver dollars during the same 
period. 


The Keening Post thinks that Taz Times 
should hesitate to criticise the nomination 
of Mr. Forsrrr as United States District 
Attorney on the ground that it gives the lie 
to the President’s professions of attachment 
to the principles of civil service reform. 
For, as the Post adds, ‘‘ if we are not mis- 
taken, the name which Tur Times desired 
the President to send to the Senate for 
United States District Attorney for the 
Southern District of New-York was not 
that of Gen. Wooprorp.’’ The Post is 
very grossly mistaken ‘if it supposes that 
THe Times expressed any desire whatever 
in this matter, or, indeed, in regard to any 
nomination within the gift of President 
Hayes or of his predecessor. Tue Times 
has studiously kept within the sphere of its 
influence as a newspaper in dealing with 
all questions of official patronage. Neither 
the name of the newspaper nor of any one 
authorized to represent it has been lent as a 
recommendation to any office-seeker of any 
grade. When Tue Trxs forgets that its 
proper function is that of criticism, not of 
participation in the business of political ap- 
pointment, it will be content to be judged by 
the standard of the Hvening Post, but not 
before. 


The Aldermanic ballots for President con- 
tinue to be as barren as they are ludicrous. 
Now that the Republican members have dis- 
charged their entire duty in voting for every 
one of their number in succession, they might 
fitly leave the contest to be fought out by 
the Democrats, who constitute the majority 
of the board. It may be assumed that 
they have made up their minds that 
they can make no honorable or repu- 
table combination with either of the 
factions of the majority, and that being so 
the best service they can render to the public 
is to absent themselves from the meetings of 
the board till an organization has been effect- 
ed. The farce of purposeless balloting has 
long ceased to be either interesting or amus- 
ing, and the work of the Board of Appor- 
tionment is hampered by the headless condi- 
tion of the Board of Aldermen to an extent 
which calls for some prompt remedy. 


4 DEMOCRATIC SURRENDER. 

The Democratic caucus resolutions re- 
ported yesterday by Senator Morean, from 
the Special Committee on the Electoral 
Count, will probably be passed by both 
houses of Congress without serious delay. 
They differ in form and in detail from the 
Ingalls resolutions, but they do not materi- 
ally differ in the result attained. They pro- 
vide for a meeting in the Hall of the House 
of Representatives, with the President of 
the Senate as presiding officer; for tellers 
on the part of each house to make a 
list of the votes; for the delivery 
of the result to the President of the 
Senate and its announcement by him. It is 
also provided that the vote of Georgia, which 
was cast on a day other than that fixed by 
law, shall be announced, with the result in 
case they were, and the result in case they 
were not, counted, it being added that ‘‘in 
either event —— is elected President of the 
United States.”” With the exception of this 
addition, and of the change in the place 
of meeting, the Morgan resolutions are 
practically the same as those offered by Mr. 
IneaLus. In other words, the Democrats, 
so far as the action of the Senate is con- 
cerned, have resolved to do precisely what 
the Republicans asked them to do and what 
it was their plain duty to do. 

If these resolutions are to take the place 
of the clumsy and mischievous propositions 
originally passed by the Senate and now 
pending in the House, the Democratic Party, 
as well as the country, may be congratu- 
lated. They are a surrender in effect of an 
entirely untenable position. They put an 
end to the vague talk, too much indulged in 
by the rasher Democratic organs and ora- 
tors in regard to the conditions which the 
Democrats in Congress would impose be- 
fore they would allow Gen. GARFIELD to 
be declared the President-elect. They 
show that the Democratic leaders have at 
last come to a realizing sense of their re- 
sponsibility before the country, and that the 
reckless spirit which prompted them to think 
of using a purely technical advantage to 
secure a precedent for their peculiar policy 
has been corrected. It would have been a 
most unfortunate matter for the country if 
the majority in Congress had refused to 
provide for the presence of the two houses 
of Congress required by the Constitution at 
the counting of the votes unless the count- 
ing could be done under the absurd original 
Morgan resolutions. But it would have 
been far more unfortunate for the 
Democratic Party than for the country, for 
it would have crowned a long record of 
desperate schemes for using the form of law 
to pervert its substance with an act of scan- 
dalous violence to the Constitution. Proba- 
bly a perception of the disastrous influence 
of such a course upon public opinion is 
what has decided the soberer heads among 
the Democratic Senators to change their tac- 
tics and to abandon a policy which threat- 
ened ruin to their party and disgrace to 
themselves. 

It is a pity, however, that this wholesome 
change could not have been made frankly, 
and not coupled with a demonstration of 
useless obstinacy such as is threatened by 
the resolutions of the Democratic Senato- 
rial caucus. That body determined that, in 
connection with the new resolutions—which, 
by the way, seem never to have been 
submitted to the consideration of the com- 
mittee from which they are ostensibly re- 
ported—Mr, MoreGan’s resolutions denying 
the authority of the President of the Senate 
to count any votes should be brought up 

and passed to a vote, if necessary, by an 
all-night session. As there is no possible 
chance that the President of the Senate will 
be called on to assert any such authority as 
is denied to him bv the resolution. this de- 


nial can be nothing but a declaration 
of individual opinion by the Senators 
who may vote for it. Since it has no con- 
nection with, and no bearing on, any facts 
which will arise in the approaching count, 
it cannot have any force as a precedent. 
It has precisely the value of an expression of 
opinion by a Judge upon a question not in- 
volved in a case submitted to him. It is 
an obiter dictum of the Senate, and binds no 
one. Doubtless, the Republican Senators 
may be divided upon this purely abstract 
proposition, as unquestionably the Demo- 
cratic Senators would be also if they were 
consistent with the record made by 
prominent leaders of their party in the 
past. But the views of gentlemen 
on either side in connection with it, ex- 
pressed in debate or by vote, can have no 
more weight in the future action of Con- 
gress upon an actual case, properly before 
it, than the same views of the same gentle- 
men would have if expressed in a letter to 
the newspapers or in private conversation. 
As time presses, and other matters of far 
greater importance are claiming the attention 
of the Senate, the Republican Senators 
could, with great propriety, leave the dis- 
cussion of this entirely irrelevant resolution 
to the Democratic Senators who feel the ne- 
cessity of relieving their minds with refer- 
ence to it. In any case, such discussion, 
while it may consume a good deal of valua- 
ble time, can have no more substantial value 
than if it were carried on by a college de- 
bating club. 

On the other hand, it may be that the 
Democrats have not made up their minds, in 
introducing the latest Morgan resolutions, 
to abandon those which preceded them, and 
that while the former are being discussed or 
acted on in the Senate the latter may be 
pressed in the House. In that case, 
the duty of the Republicans would 
be plain. It would be to ° continue 
to resist, as they have hitherto done, 
‘the adoption of the #Morgan-Bick- 
nell propositions. There can be no excuse 
for trying to force these upon Congress as 
the basis of the next count. They ought to 
be given up completely, and without reserve, 
by the majority. Such a course would, of 
course, be humiliating, but that should have 
been thought of before. The Democrats 
have got themselves in a wholly false posi- 
tion, and they can only get out of it by re- 
treat. It is not the business of the Republi- 


cans to open for them any other way. 


THE FLOOD OF PENSIONS. 

The Senate yesterday adopted an amend- 
ment to the Pension Appropriation bill, ap- 
propriating $17,692,031 to supply deficien- 
cies in the payment of pensions due in 
March next. It is estimated that $525,000,- 
000 will be required for arrears of pensions 
already lodged, and that about $84,000,000 
will be needed to meet the pension claims 
for the current year. In addition to these 
bewildering figures, it is officially reported 
that there are about 300,000 unadjusted pen- 
sion claims, and that the Pension Bureau, 
even when working with all its available 
force, and all that can be granted it, is 
able to dispose of only 25,000 claims per 
annum. During the past year alone, there 
have been filed 141,000 arrearage claims. It 
will be seen, then, that the most costly 
branch of the public service is that which 
has charge of the disbursement of the pen- 
sions allowed by acts of Congress. These 
disbursements are greater than those on ac- 
count of the public debt, greater than any 
required by any single branch of the Gov- 
ernment for its maintenance. 

How large a proportion of these vast ex- 
penditures are made in satisfaction of fraud- 
ulent claims, it is impossible to discover. It 
is notorious that many pensions are paid to 
undeserving persons, and that many others 
are drawn by impostors, or are absorbed by 
claim agents. The prodigality of the pres- 
ent Congress in the matter of pensions 
has fostered the growth of one of the 
most corrupt and nefarious organizations 
that ever infested the country. There 
is no branch of the Washington lobby that 
is so well-fed, powerful, and strongly in- 
trenched as the pension claim agency. Its 
chiefs are rich, impudent, cunning, and un- 
scrupulous. They have reduced their pro- 
fession to a science. ‘They print and circu- 
late tons of documents, circulars, and 
‘trade’ newspapers, all of which are de- 
signed to entrap the unwary, and, especially, 
to get between the original claimant and 
the Pension Office. Their constant aim 
is to impress upon claimants that 
nothing can be done by direct communi- 
cation with the Bureau of Pensions, 
and that the only way by which a pension 
can be secured is to employ one of the nu- 
merous firms whose circulars are scattered 
broadcast over the land. It was in this 
coterie of sharpers that was first originated 
the scheme which finally succeeded in what 
is known as the Arrearages of Pensions act. 
It is in this organization that we find the 
keenest opposition to the measure called 
““The Sixty Surgeons bill.”’ 

Congressmen may well be appalled when, 
they behold the results of their own reckless 
action. Misled by what was a mere senti- 
mental idea, Congressmen harangued the 
country from their seats and through the 
reporters’ gallery on the patriotic duty of 
providing for the brave soldiers who had 
saved the Union, and of caring for the 
widows and children of those who fell on 
the field of battle. Poetry and oratory were 
lavished on this theme, and many who felt 
that the schemes of pensions were extrava- 
gant and wrong were afraid to oppose them, 
lest they might incur the unjust judgment 
of those who saw in all such opposition a 
lukewarmness in the cause of the suffering 
soldier that amounted to little less than dis- 
loyalty. The mere force of a mistaken and 
unreasoning public opinion kept many 
silent; and demagogues who never stopped 
to consider the ultimate consequences of 
their action were able to rush through Con- 
gress a series of pension bills which estab- 
lished for years to come an enormous drain 
on the Treasury, rejoiced the lobbying claim 
agents, and facilitated fraud. 

The present debates in Congress betray a 
certain querulousness on the part of Con- 
gressmen which is natural in men who have 
brought a great and growing responsibility 
upon the country. For example, when it 
was asserted that many pensions were paid 


on fraudulent claims, Senator Loaan de- 
clared that the law was all right, but that 


the Pension Office is blameworthy if any 
such illegitimate drain is permitted on the 


y Gey 


Treasury. The Senator has paid very lit- 
tle attention to the details of the pension 
business if he does not know that, 
under the law, any man, by skillful 
forgeries, false oaths, and fraudulent 
use of real names, may concoct a 
series of papers which may pass muster with 
the most scrupulous examiners in Washing- 
ton. To meet this emergency, it would be 
necessary for the Pension ,Bureau to employ 
an army of detectives, and to hunt down to 
its originators each individual claim present- 
ed for consideration. To carry on a system 
of search and espionage like this would be 
impossible. The Senator from Illinois was 
disposed to make merry over -the assertion 
of Senator Davis, of West Virginia, that it 
would require $600,000,000 to provide for 
the annual pension “roll of the United 
States, sixty years hence, if the 
present basis of the pension  busi- 
ness is to be permanent, The _read- 
ers of Tue Tres may remember that 
there was much mirth in the Senate, not 
long since, when it was estimated that $76, - 
000,000 would be needed to meet the re- 
quirements of the arrearages bill, then pend- 
ing. We should get cheaply off, if this 
comparatively insignificant sum would have 
sufficed for the purposés of that bill. If 
there are 10,000 survivors and 25,000 wid- 
ows on the pension list for the soldiers of 
1812, what may we not expect from the 
present enormous pension-rolls, when these 
are augmented by reckless Congressmen and 
thieving claim agents? If there is any rem- 
edy for existing abuses, any expedient for 
the checking of an enormous drain upon the 
national Treasury, it should be the business 
of Congress to discover and apply it. 


IMPROVEMENT OF THE CANALS. 

Mr. Dourcuer, the State Superintendent 
of Public Works, reinforces the arguments 
of State Engineer Srymovr in favor of the 
policy of improving the carrying capacity of 
the Erie Canal and promoting a reduction 
of the cost of transportation on that line 
from Buffalo to this City. The canal sys- 
tem of this State was constructed before the 
era of railways, and when it had nothing to 
fear from the competition of any other 
water route from the interior to the sea- 
board. For its time it was a grand 
work, and how much of her commer- 
cial supremacy New-York owes to the 
foresight and energy of De Wrirr C.iinton 
and his coadjutors cannot be calculated. 
The part which the canals have played in 
transportation in recent years has continued 
to be one of great importance. Aside from 
the bulk of grain which they have brought 
to this port, amounting last year to more 
than 70,000,000 bushels, they have been a 
powerful check upon extravagant charges 
by the railroads. The State owning the 
canals and the 5,000 boats floating upon 
them belonging to many different proprietors, 
any pooling or other combination opposed 
to the public interest is impracticable. The 
reduction of the State tolls has been followed 
by a great increase in the volume of traffic, 
which was 6,462,290 tons last year, against 
1,743,320 in 1876. But works which were 
ample for any anticipated demand half a 
century ago may prove wholly inadequate to 
the requirements of the present or the near 
future, and both the officials to whom we 
have referred are impressed with the neces- 
sity of doing something to preserve the 
utility of the Erie Canal as a link in water 
communication from the lakes to the ocean. 

The principal source from which danger 
is apprehended is the improvement now go- 
ing on in Canada with a view to continuous 
navigation from the lakes by way of the 
St. Lawrence River. The Canadian Gov- 
ernment is expending some $30,000,000 for 
the perfecting of the Welland and St. Law- 
rence Canals, in addition to an outlay of 
$20,000,000 in former years. These works 
will be completed in the next three or four 
years, and then vessels of 1,800 tons can 
make their way from Chicago to Montreal 
and thence to Europe without breaking bulk. 
The advantages which this route will pre- 
sent, as they appear on the surface, 
are somewhat striking. The distance from 
Chicago to Liverpool via the Welland 
Canal and Montreal will be nearly 400 miles 
less than by way of the Erie Canal and New- 
York. Vessels loaded at Chicago can go to 
Liverpool through Canada without trans- 
shipment of freight, while by our route it 
has to be transferred at Buffalo, and again 
at this port. And yet Mr. Srymour is of 
opinion that if the charges on the Erie Canal 
could be reduced one cent on each bushel of 
wheat, there would be ‘“‘ very little danger 
from its northern rival.’’ How, then, is 
this object to be secured? 

The State Engineer makes several specific 
recommendations which are substantially re- 
iterated by the Superintendent of Public 
Works. In the first place, he would have 
the banks of the Erie Canal raised one foot, 
which would give an equal addition to the 
depth of the water. This, he says, would 
enable each boat to carry 50 tons more 
freight than at present, and as they cannot 
be loaded to their full capacity now on ac- 
count of the lack of depth, it would occasion 
no necessity for new boats of increased size. 
He estimates the cost of this improvement 
at $1,000,000. Next, he advocates the appli- 
cation of steam or water power to the work- 
ing of the locks and getting the boats 
through. This would, in his opinion, 
effect a saving of 87 hours in time be- 
tween Buffalo and this City and enable the 
boats to make one more trip in a season. 
Both these improvements would obviously 
promote a cheapening of rates. But in addi- 
tion to this, he would abolish all tolls on 
western-bound traffic. This would enable 
the boats to bring their freight eastward at 
a less charge and tend greatly to increase the 
volume of business. The net result would, in 
the opinion of the State Engineer, enable our 
waterway from the lakes to compete success- 
fully with that of Canada, notwithstanding 
the great length of the canal, the comparative 
smallness of the craft navigating it, and the 
necessity of transshipment at both ends of 
the line. There are some minor recommen- 
dations, important in themselves, such as 
that for the use of dredging to clear the 
prism of constantly accumulating  sedi- 
ment, and that for throwing the expense of 
swing and lift bridges over the canal upon 
the towns which need and use them, 

There is one difficulty in the way which 
can be removed only by a change in the 
Constitution. The amendment of 1874 re- 
stricts the amount to be expended upon the 
canals of the State in any one vear to the re- 


rary 2, 1881. 
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ceipts of the year preceding. As the tolls 
last year amounted to only $1,164,567 92, it 
1s evident that any surplus over the expense 
of management which is to be anticipated 
would be entirely inadequate for such 
changes and improvements as those recom- 
mended. The subject is to be viewed in the 
broad light of public policy and of general 
benefit to the interests of the State. The 
Erie Canal is not to be regarded merely as 
an investment of the State, valuable only for 
the direct revenue derived from it. It holds 
an important relation to the general interest 
of transportation and all that depends upon 
it, and its benefit is by no means to be meas- 
ured by the tolls collected from its business. 
Its importance to the public is likely to be 
greatly enhanced by the completion of the 
Welland Canal and its connections, and no 
policy can be called sagacious that does not 
have this in view. The subjectis one which 
should commend itself to the serious atten- 
tion of the Legislature. 


PREPARING FOR ACCIDENTS. 

The speech which many believe to have 
been made by Mr. Austin Corsi, at River- 
head, last week, was in some respects well 
adapted to soothe the alarmed and indignant 
Long Islanders. The speaker made the very 
reasonable assertion that a railroad company 
which attempts to furnish railroad facilities 
at less than cost must inevitably become 
bankrupt, and he assured his hearers that 
the Long Island Railroad, under its new 
management, would charge ‘‘ fair prices and 
no more.’’? Moreover, he remarked: ‘‘I 
undertake to promise here and now that the 
present management will do more for the 
residents of Long Island than any other re- 
sponsible resident of the island would do.” 
This seems, on the face of it, to be a very 
encouraging promise, and had it really been 
made by Mr. Corsry, the Long Islanders 
would have some little hope for the future. 

Did Mr. Corsi make this speech? This 
is a question which must be answered be- 
fore the Long Island public will feel justi- 
fied in indulging in the pleasures of hope. 
The general impression at Riverhead is that 
Mr, Corgrn actually visited that place and 
made the speech which has been attributed 
to him. But it must be remembered that not 
one of the people who listened to the speech 
had ever seen Mr. Corsin, and, of course, 
they could not identify the speaker as the 
proprietor of Manhattan Beach. Any de- 
signing stranger might have gone to River- 
head and passed himself off for Mr. Corspry 
without fear of detection, especially if he 
exhibited an appropriate love for ham 
and other delicacies such as the Jewish law 
prohibits. It may also be pointed out 
that few of the residents of Riverhead were 
familiar with the persorial appearance of Mr. 
CHARLICK while in the flesh, and probably 
no one could recognize his ghost. What 
evidence have we that the Riverhead speech 
was not made by the ghostly CHaRLIck, dis- 
guised in an overcoat of the pattern of the 
one worn by Mr. Corsin? It may be un- 
hesitatingly asserted by any one who wants 
to make the assertion that Mr. Corpry has 
not been in Riverhead for several years; 
that he did not make a speech there on 
Thursday last, and that at the time Mr. 
CHARLICE was speaking in his name he was 
at Manhattan Beach enjoying the delights of 
surf-bathing. The folly of supposing that 
he would make speeches in defense of the 
Long Island Railroad and represent himself 
as its manager is obvious. Mr. Corsry has 
a reputation to lose, and if he had any idea 
that persons were taking advantage of his 
isolation at the Manhattan Beach Hotel to 
misrepresent him as the mismanager of the 
Long Island Road, he would instantly appeal 
to the law to protect him. 

When we fully comprehend that it was the 
ghost of Mr. OLIVER CuARLick who made 
the speech attributed to Mr. CorBIN, we can 
understand what was meant by the promise 
that ‘‘the present management will do 
more for the residents of Long Island 
than any other responsible resident would 
do.’’ This does not mean that the trains 
which were discontinued at the beginning of 
the year will be resumed; that the return 
fare on the Glen Cove Branch, which was 
raised on an average from 80 cents to 
$1 45, will be reduced; that the doubling 
of the freight tariff will be reconsidered; 
that the vexatious process of punching 
tickets at Long Island City will be discon- 
tinued, or that the present Superintendent 
will discover that snow-plows have been in- 
vented which are actually able to keepa 
railroad open after two inches of snow have 
fallen, and thus prevent such a blockade as 
that which was suffered to occur yesterday on 
this road between Patchogue and Hinsdale. 
We need not expect to see any of these 
things done, for that would presuppose the 
existence of a certain amount of intelligence 
in the present management of the road, 

What Mr. CHaruick really meant was 
undoubtedly this: Having been a ghost for 
several years, he probably prefers the ghostly 
to the earthly state, and considers that he 
can best benefit his fellow-Long Islanders by 
converting them into ghosts—a process 
which would have the additional advantage 
of effectually discouraging people from trav- 
eling on his railroad. Itis for this reason 
that the track of the Leng Island. Railroad 
between Mineola and Long Island City, 
which was in excellent condition on the 1st 
of January, has been allowed to deteriorate 
until it is now so rough that passen- 
gers who are familiar with it dread to 
pass over it. The rails in many places have 
either been injured by the passage of trains 
over them or have been thrown out of place 
by the frost. No effort has been made to 
repair these damages, and day by day the 
number of places where the train jolts on 
the defective track and threatens to levae 
the rails increases. Under the former 
Management the track was continually 
watched and kept in! repair, but it is now 
apparently left to take care of itself. The 
prospect that a train will either jump the 
track atone of these defective places or be 
thrown off by the breaking of a damaged 
rail is excellent. The conditions for an acci- 
dent of this kind have been provided, and 
that this has been done with a view of con- 
verting a large number of Long Islanders 
into ghosts seems too evident to admit of de- 
nial. Mr. Corstn certainly would never 
permit a railroad with which he was con- 
nected to remain in a dangerous condition, 
nor would Mr. CHARLICK, when alive, have 
purposely risked the lives of his |passengers, 
for itis only fair to say that under his for- 
mer management passengers were carried 


safely, and only one accident of much con- 
sequence occurred. The preparations which 


-he has now made to throw trains off the 


track are, of course, the result of his honest 


‘ conviction that it is better to be a ghost than 


a living man, and that the greatest kindness 
he can do the Long Islanders is to convert 
them into ghosts. 

Perhaps, after all, the popular conviction 
that Mr. CHaRiick has returned from the 
other world is a-mistake. He formerly had 
his peculiar theories of managing the Long 
Island Railroad, and they were not theories 
which the public approved, but unless we 
assume that he has been greatly changed by 
his conversion into a ghost, he would now 
be as heartily ashamed of any connection 
with the Long Island Railroad as Mr. Cor- 
BIN himself would be were the latter really 
responsible for its management. 


A widely varying importance is attachedSto 
the style of signing the name toaletter. This not 
infrequently leads to considerable misapprehen- 
sion. There are people who, after very long 
acquaintance, and having warm regard for each 
other, never get beyond “* Yours truly,” or, at most, 
“Truly yours,’’ which is, we believe, generally ac- 
cepted, we know not why, as just one shade 
warmer. On the other hand, there are those who 
in a few weeks reach “Ever yours,” and even 
“Ever affectionately yours.” ‘‘ Where,” was once 
bitterly asked, ‘‘are all the ‘ever affectionately 
yours’ of ten years ago?’ Has not every one who 
has reached middle life a number of letters 
hidden away in some bureau, with a signature 
as warm as this from some one to whom he would 
now neither give nor get aught warmer than a 
“ Faithfully yours,” if as much. It not seldom 
happens that people who have a warm manner give 
a cold signature, and vice versa. The great Duke of 
WELLINGTON Was a case in point. The most un- 
Irish of Irisnmen, there was a decided absence of 
genial cordiality about him; yet his letters are full 
of ‘‘ Ever affectionately yours.” As we get on in 
life there appears a decided tendency to curb any 
affectionate exuberance in signature. Very few of 
us—men, at least—sign “ affectionately” to any 
male acquaintance made after we reach 23. It is 
just as well to be a little careful as to this matter of 
signature, remembering that many do attach con- 
siderable importance to it, and see in it an emphatic 
indication of the measure of regard intended.

A curious chapter might be written on the 
survival of the paragraph. Launch one once, no 
matter on what subject—it may be neither a sensi- 
Ble nor opportune one—and it seems pervaded with 
an enchanted life. wnich years will not kill. Itis 
reported on reliable authority that an editor, in the 
seventy-fifth year of his age, once became visibly 
excited over a commonplace paragraph in a current 
newspaper, because this same paragraph, on a very 
insignificant subject, had been due to his pen just 
52 years before. It had gone floating round and 
round, submerged fora time, then rising buoyant, 
waterlogged once more, again to bob up and down 
before the eyes of a new public. It is quite cer- 
tain that paragraphs brought into existence to-day, 
without any particular merit, will come to the sur- 
face when our great-grandchildren read the papers. 
Paragraphs haye sometimes the honor of a transla- 
tion, and undoubtedly do service beyond the seas, 
delighting Frenchmen, Germans, and Russians, in 
time to be translated back again to their source of 
origin. Of course; they are then very much trans- 
mogrified, but still they do duty once more in the 
country of their birth. Sometimes a letter written 
thirty-odd years ago to some distinguished person, 
who has been long in his grave, finds new life—fora 
letter, apparently, from some unknown cause, has 
more vitality than even the anecdote. Here is an 
example of the all-defying character, the adaman- 
tine quality, of the letter. The whole of it is 
printed, as if the event occurred only yesterday: 
“Col. Joun Tappan, of Gloucester, now 84 years of 
age, recently addressed a letter to Mr. WEESTER, 
reminding him that he (Mr. W.) was, in very 
early life, a pupil of his in New-Salisbury. Mr. 
WEsstTeER replied tothe old schoolmaster, now aged 
and pressed by poverty, the following kind letter, 
inclosing a fifty-dollar bill.’”” Mr. WEessTeER’s letter, 
interesting enough in its way, bears for address 
and date, Washington, Feb. 26, 1851. Now, this 
letter must have the same freshness as if it had 
just been penned, for it has appeared over and 
over again for the last thirty years,precisely as if the 
aged Tappan was still alive and WEssreEr’s reply 
had been posted yesterday. How are we to account 
for such survivals? Is only what is old good, or are 
all good things old? 
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Next to the waifs and strays who wander 
homeless about the streets of New-York we 
should think the Nautch dancers from West- 
ern Hindustan should feel the severity of this 
Winter’s weather more keenly than anybody 
else. While the last great “blizzard” was in 
full swing, tearing around the streets and biting ex- 
posed ears and noses with the utmost savageness, 
one of the Nautch girls, the wife of Anpoot ALLy, 
gave birth to a child which had the honor of being 
the first ‘“‘pucka,”’ or thorough Hindu born on Ameri- 
can soil. The “ blizzard” found it out before it was 
many hours old, and sent its spirit to join those of 
its forefathers in the realms presided over by Shiva, 
the Destroyer. Now the mother of the child 
has surrendered to the climate of New-York. 
Yesterday the death of ALLYBUNDEE (a queer 
name, by the way, for a Findu woman) was re- 
ported at the Bureau of Vital Statistics. For over 
two months ALLYBUNDEE had been suffering from 
a typho-malarial fever. Had the skies grown 
bright and sunny, like those of her native land, she 
might have lived to go back among her village 
friends in the Deccan, and recount to them, they sit- 
ting with open mouths and muttering ‘‘ wah, wahs!”’ 
the while, the wonderful scenes of New-York, 
where there are carriages drawn through the air 
by fire-breathing demons, and wires which whisper 
stories to men thousands of “ coss” away. But the 
fates ruled otherwise, and ALLYBUNDEE will dance 
no more unless, in the course of transmigration, 
her soul enters into the soul of another light- 
footed performer on the saringa. Her age was re- 
ported to be 14 years 6 months and 2 days, As Hin- 
dus of the lower classes never can tell their ages, 
the accuracy with which her age has been set 
forth to the officials of the Bureau of Vital Statis- 
tics suggests that she must have taken the pre- 
caution of carrying about with her something 
equivalent to a Christian certificate of baptism. 
The strangest part of ALLYBUNDEE’s strange career 
has yet tocome. Had she died im India her body 
would have been hoisted on a board, covered, all 
but the face, with dyed muslins, carried through 
the streets amid the shouting and tom-tomming of 
her relatives and friends, and then burned on a 
pile of logs, but as she has died in New-York she 
is not to be cremated, but simply buried quietly in 
the Lutheran Cemetary. 
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The brilliant victory of Geok-Tepe places the 
name of MicHAEL DIMITRIYEVITCH SKOBELEFF 
nearly, if not quite, at the head of the list of 
fighting Generals of these warlike times. He 
is scarcely over 35 years of age, and yet he 
has played a distinguished part in not less than 
four campaigns: At 26 years he was Captain 
in the staff, and was even then considered a clever 
officer. The Khiva campaign of 1873 was his first 
war, and when the city was stormed he led those 
who enteredit. Two years later he won his ap- 
pointment as General in the war which ended by 
the annexation of Khokand to Russia. One inci- 
dent of this campaign is fairly characteristic of his 
reckless daring. Twelve hundred Russians were re- 
treating before a superior force, when a night attack 
was determined on rather as a diversion than as a 
serious assault upon the enemy. Gen. SKosELEFr 
was charged with the execution of the desperate 
task. Hetook 150 picked Cossacks, whom he di- 
vided into three parties, and at their head he 
dashed noisily into the camp of 6,000 men. They 
deemed it an attack in force, and fied panic- 
stricken, deserting even their arms and baggage. 
But what is most remarkable is that not one of the 
attacking force was either killed or wounded, In 
the next year (1876) he was appointed Military Gov- 
ernorand Commander-in-Chief of the Russian Prov- 
ince embracing Khokand, and this position he held 
until, in 1877, he was ordered to join tho staff of 
the Grand Duke Nicwonas. In the Russo-Turkish 
war which followed, his brilliant deeds repeatedly 
commanded attention. He was the first to cross 
the Danube at Simnitza. In oneof the early en- 
gagements before Plevna, the safety of the Russian 
retreat was due to him. His cavture of Levatz was 


the first Russian victory after a long series of rey 
verses, and again, before Pleyna, ne led forlorn 
hopes as gayly and as confidently as though defeat 
was impossible. Offone of these deeds of daring Tug 
Trtes’s Correspondent said at thattime: “Three- 
fourths of his battalion were swept from before 
his eyes. In one single day 8,000 out of bis 12.000 
soldiers fell—a proportion almost without pre- 
cedent in the annals of military history. 
* * %* He charged the ‘urkish bat~ 
teries at the head Of the Fourth Brigade of 
Chasseurs, 3,700 strong, and in less than 
an hour 2,000 soldiers. were hors du combat. Once 
he brought up 48 pieces to within 600 yards of the 
enemy’s position to cover his infantry; in 30 min, 
utes 16 cannon were dismounted, and when at last 
he withdrew 3 guns remained as trophies of his dev 
feat. He came back grimly, fighting to the last.” 
In that engagement he was sacrificed to red tape, 
for there were in sight and available troops enough 
to have enabled him to hold the redoubts he had 
captured, and thus not only to have turned that 
defeat into victory, but to have changed the whole 
current of that war. But there was no one there 
to give the necessary order, and without the order 
the troops would not and did not stir. SKoBELEF¥ 
himself led the assault on horseback right up ta 
the glacis of the redoubt. His horse, the seventh 
killed under him in that campaign, was blown to 
pieces by a shell which burst right under his belly, 
but he himself escaped unhurt, and led the way 
into the redoubt on foot, sword in hand. That is 
the sort of leader whom soldiers will die in follow: 
ing, and it was his services on that day that 
won for him the rank of Lieutenant-General, 
SxkopELEFrF is tall in stature, and powerfully 
bailt, with small waist and large shoulders, 
He wears—or did in 1i877—his bair cropped 
as closely as a_ oprize-fighter, and has long 
pendent yellow whiskers, and a formidable mus, 
tache. He would be called handsome were it not 
for an unhandsome nose. His eyes are gray and 
small, but bright with intelligence and determina- 
tion, and his short, thin upper lip closes over teeth 
brilliant asivory. In a battle he likes to wear a 
white coat and ride a white horse, and is thus as 
inviting a mark as can be well imagined. The rea, 
son is said to be that he is superstitious, as men of 
action often are, and believes himself invulnerable 
until his mission has been accomplished.

UNION-SQUARE THEATRE, 

The second play in the series of afternoon 
performances at this theatre was given yesterday 
before a very large audience, made up almost 
entirely of women. ‘‘ Camille’ was the play, and 
Miss Clara Morris was the Camille. Mr. Charles R, 
Thorne, Jr., seconded her in the character of Ar- 
mand, Mr. de Belleville played de Varville, Mr. 
John Parselle the elder Duval, and others in the 
cast were Miss Maud Harrison, Miss Netta Guion, 
Mrs. Louise Eldridge, Mr. Walden Ramsay, and 
Mr. Owen Faweett. It will be seen from this bara 
list of names that the cast was exceptionally com- 
plete ‘and strong. A more powerful and affecting 
performance of this hackneyed and sentimental 
play has never, in all likelihood, been witnessed in 
this City. There are but two important characters 
in “‘ Camille,” and it seldom happens that both ard 
evenly treated in the same performance; but the 
Armand of yesterday’s representation was a fit 
foil and contrast to the remarkable Czumille of Miss 
Morris. The test situations forthe actress in this 
play are in the third act, those for the actor in the 
fourth act. Miss Morris’s performance throughout 
the third act was surpassingly fine; Mr. Thorne’s 
performance throughout the fourth act was im- 
passioned and powerful. Mr. Thorne has, of late, 
been tempted or obliged to restrain his naturally 
frank and vigorous style of acting,and he has,aimost 
inevitably, fallen into certain clumsy mannerisms 
of gesture and intonation which are far from effec- 
tive: these mannerisms spoiled, insome measure, 
his recent performance in ‘* The Banker’s Daugh- 
ter.” But in “Camille” his strength had an open 
field, and he put his whole force—freely and spon- 
taneously—into the denunciation scene. The re- 
sult was a superb dramatic climax. Of Miss Mor- 
ris’s Camille we might easily and gladly write at 
length; but her acting in the part presents no fea: 
tures of her peculiar and limited power which have 
not already been pointed out and described on pre- 
vious occasions; her scope as an actress and as an 
artist is bounded by her Cora and her Miss Muiton, 
and Camille may be placed between these twe 
characters. As an exposition of human nature— 
vital, poignant,! heart-breaking—it is incom- 
parable; as exceptionalin its manner as Saivini’s 
Niger is exceptional in a different manner. It is an 
illustration of the force of realism working from 
within, not from without, synthetic and not analyt< 
ic. It is heart-moving and soul-stirring. But it 
lacks charm, and, viewed aside from its emotional 


influence, is not in any high sense distinctive. It 
reaches, however, so far below the surface of staga 


life that one is not tempted to apply to it the ordi- 
nary rules of criticism. 

‘** Camille” will be repeated to-morrow afternoon, 
and it will also be played on Saturday evening. 
“The Creole” will be performed on the other 
nights of this week and at the Saturday matinée. 
On next Tuesday evening ‘*The Danicheffs’’—a 
very beautiful and interesting drama—will be re- 
vived fora brief time; and this will be quickly fol: 
lowed by the production of a version of M. Albert 
Delpit’s successful play, ‘‘ Le Fils de Coralie.”

OBITUARY. 
Dr JAMES OTIS POND. 
Dr, Jame’ Otis Pond died at No, 827 West 


wenty-third-treet, yesterday, at the age of 90 


years. Dr. Pond was a native of Torringford, 
Conn., where he lived for nearly 30 years. He 
graduated from the medical department of Yale, 
and first practiced his profession in his native 
town. He represented Torringford for several 
terms in the Connecticut General Assembly, and at 


one time, while President of the Senate, became, 


temporarily, the acting Lieutenant-Governor of 


the State. He came to this City in 1829 or 1830, 
and opened an offce in the neighborhood of Car- 
mine-street. While in that part of the City 
he was called by a friend to participate in 
making an autopsy onthe body of a ’longshore- 
mman. The popular feeling against dissection was 
at that time so strong that, the matter becoming 
noised abroad, great crowds collected about 


the house where the autopsy was to 
have taken place,s and a riot was im- 


minent. Through the efforts of the Militia 
and $Bishop Dubois violence was prevented, 
and Dr. Pond and his friend escaped injury, but 
their residences were specially guarded for several 
days, so determined were the ‘longshoreman’s 
friends on revenge for what they considered at 
least an insult to humanity. Dr. Pond subsequently 
became the Treasurer of the New-York Academy 
of Medicine, which position he held for many 
years. He was alsoa Knight of the Red Cross in 
Masonry. He was a man of unusual vigor 
and, even after his removal up town, in 1845, paid 
close attention to his profession and keeping up an 
excellent practice. This he continued to do until 
about five years ago, when growing debility forced 
him to keep within doors. He retained all his 
faculties until the end, and was not confined to his 
room until the last three wéeks, when a fall pro- 
duced almost complete exhaustion and hastened 
dissolution. The funeral will be attended at his 
late residence to-morrow morning at 10 o’clock. 
The officiating a will probably be the Rev. 
Mr. Rossiter, of the North Presbyterian Church, 
Ninth-avenue and Thirty-first-street, of which Dr. 
Pond was a member. The deceased leaves two 
children—Mr. Benjamin Franklin Pond and Mrs. 
Harriet Lemira Pond—six grandchildren and two 
great -grandchiidren.

THEIR PERILOUS JOURNEY TO MENTOR— 
THEIR LIVES PROBABLY SAVED BY AN EN- 
GINEER’S PRESENCE OF MIND. 

From the Cleveland (Ohio) Heraid, Jan. 31, 
Train No. 21, bound west on the Lake Shore 
Road, having on board Gov. Cornell and Senator- 
elect. Piatt, of New-York, who were on their way to 
visit Gen. Garfield, left Buffalo Saturday morning 
two hours behind time. It arrived at Erie without 
losing any more time, and it became generally 
known among the passengers that if any effort to 


make up for the valuable moments was to be mado 
it would be from this point, where there wasa clear 
stretch of level road for miles. A start was made, 
and very soon there was a noticeable increase in 
the speed. Between Conneaut and Fatrview, seven 
miles the other side of Ashtabula, when the train 
was bounding along at a lightning rate, the passen- 
gers were suddenly startled by the shril! screeching 
of the whistle, a noise that was kept up for quite a 
period. Then there was a decided slackenire up, 
and in a few moments a jolt that almost threw the 
occupants of the cars from their seats and the 
train came to a stand-stiil. Every ons rushed to 
the platforms to ascertain the occasion of this 
strange movement. The crowd flocked forward, 
where the trouble seemed to be located, and pres- 
ently it was discovered that the engine was a 
wreck. One side of the lower works was com- 
pletely demolished and the cabin box stove in. An 
examination showed that the flange part of the 
fiy-wheel had broken in two, at the same time 
breaking the safety-valve and twisting the piston- 
rod out of shape. The engineer, whose name could 
not be learned, explained that at the moment of 
the accident there was a great crash, the fireman 
was thrown violently against him, and, knowing 
something terrible had happened, he had presence 
of mind enough to reverse his engine and put on 
the air-brakes, which brought the train to a sudden 
stand-still, The passengers crowded around and 
grew pale when they saw the terrible calamity 
from which they had escaped. How the wheels of 
the engine made another revolution afte: the acci- 
dent was a mystery to every one. A telegraphic 
message to Ashtabula soon brought another engine 
upon the scene, the wreck was removed, and the 
train again sped on its way. During the excitement 
Gov. Cornell and Senator Platt remained quietly 
in their seats. They were known only by a few. 
and when Painesville was reached they quietly left 
their car and disappeared in the posters § The train 
arrived here at 7:30 o’clock, nearly six hours late.

THREE MEN ARRESTED AND LYNCHED—THE 
BODY RECOVERED. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Feb. 1.—A dispatch to 
the News from Albuquerque, New-Mexico, of Jan. 
81, says: “A few days ago Sheriff Arligo effected 
the arrest of Escalero Pera at Isletta, New-Mex- 
ico, on the charge of having murdered Col. 
Charles Potter. of the United States Geological 
Survey, who left Albuquerque on Oct. 14 last for 


the new piacer mining camp, since which 
time he has not been heard of. Pera con- 
fesses having been a witness of the crime, 
although not a participant, and says Col. 
Potter was waylaid in a cafion near San Antonio, 
and, after a desperate resistance, was killed, 
the body robbed and buried. Sheriff Ar- 
ligo, accompanied by Pera, went to 
search the spot, and, returning this evening, 
brought the body of the murdered man. He also 
captured Liequel Barrea and a Mexican known as 
‘California Joe,’ who were accessories. Dall- 
nant Pantaleon Liera, another, was hanged 
by the vigilantes at Bernalillo recently for 
horse stealing. Pera, Barrea, and California Joe 
were taken from the jail last night bya band 
of masked men and hanged on the porch 
of the building. Not a word was spoken, 
and it was scarcely 15 minutes from the time 
the band approached the jail until the three men 
were disposed of. Sheriff Arligo is on the track of 
Leiber, the principal in the crime, and expects to 
effect his capture to-day. Col. Potter had been 
collecting statistics for the Census Bureau.”

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NEW-JERSEY LOCAL GOVERNMENTS 


“LOCATING MUNICIPAL AUTHORITY—SCOPE OF 


THE ANTI-TELEGRAPH MONOPOLY BILL. 


TRENTON, Feb, 1.—The most important, as 


they are the most generally interesting, of the top- 
ics presented for Legislative consideration are the 
general bills providing for the government of cities, 
towns, and counties. The announcement that the 
Senate Committee on Municipal Corporations 


would hear argument on the proposed general city 


bills served to draw to the Senate Chamber this 


‘afternoon a large number of citizens interested in 


it. There are two bills practically in the hands 
of ‘the committee, One is the bill formu- 
lated after much labor by a _ Legislative 
committee appointed two or three years ago, and 
the other is one embodying parts of the general 
bill, with several amendments that materiaily 


change it in form and substance. The main 


features of difference between the two bills con- 
cern the location of the chiet municipal authority, 


and the system forthe enforcement of the collec- 
tion of the local taxes. The first bill makes the 


Mayor of the city the onsible head of the City 
Government. In him resides the power of appoint- 
ing the several heads of the executive departments; 
even the Board of Education in,the cities is of his 
creation. The amended bill divides the responsi- 


bility for appointments between the Mayor and the 
Common Council, and among other things makes 


the Board of Education an elective body. The 

enera! bill enacts a stringent system for the col- 
ection of taxes. It empowers one acquiring prop- 
erty by tax purchase to enter into possession, and 
after the lapse of time makes a trapsfer in fee of 
the property sold. It prevents the cities, too, from 
running more deeply into debt than they are, by 
requiring that-any deficiency in the collections un- 


der the current year’s tax levy shall be included in 
the tax levy of the succeeding year. The amended 


bill eliminates these wholesome provisions, sand in 


their stead substitutes the Newark system of fund- 
ing the tax arrearages, On account of taxes due 
for three years, short bonds can be issued, and 
the money collected on account of the arrearages 
is sacredly reserved for the redemption of the 
bonds so issued. 

Ex-Mayor Seidler, of Jersey City, who appeared 
in behalf of a large number of property-owners, of 
whom heis himself one of the most extensive, 


urged upon the committee the passage of the origi- 
nal bill, and declared that under no circumstances 
could he favor the amended bill. He believed that 


the proper system was to make the Mayor the re- 
pecan head of the pee A are ara and that to 
the division of responsibility between several de- 
partments‘ most of the prevalent official wicked- 
ness could be traced. Gen. Sewell, the Chairman 
of the committes, did not favor either bill. He 
was afraid that the large discretion left with the 
City Council as to the elaborateness of the govern- 


ment to be created under the bill was dan- 
gerous, The temptation to make as many 


places as possible for of ttl favorites 
was too great to be resist by the ordina 

Councilman. The bill provided the simplest possi- 
ble form of government, while it is so elastic as to 
enable the Council of a city like Camden to con- 
struct as mammoth and cumbrous a system of local 
government as New-York has. ‘fo this ex-Senator 
Abbett replied that the city officers are limited in 
their expenditures. They cannot, under the bill, 
spend more annually than 1 per cent. of the taxable 
valuation of the city gongs If Camden City’s 
valuation is $12,000,000, the city powers cannot 
spend more than $120,000 per year, while the debt 
of the city cannot exceed 10 per cent. of the valua- 
tions. Gen. Sewell then favored an amendment 
providing that before any of the _ cities 
shal come within the purview of _ the 
bill the people of such city shall first consent by a 
vote. Mr. Abbett suggested that the bill order 
elections in each city for that purpose, but Mr. 
Sewell insisted that the election should be held 
only on the call of the City Councils. He thought 
that the effect of that proviso would be to secure 
an election only in Jersey City. Speaker Van 
Duyne, who appeared in behalf of the Newark citi- 
zens, urged the adoption of the amended bill. It 
was suggested that both bills should be reported to 
the Senate, and the cities be allowed to make their 
choice of the two. But it is probable that the orig- 
inal bill will finally be sent into the Senate for ac- 
tion, with the popular suffrage amendment referred 


to. 

Another of the general bills was up in the Senate 
for discussion this afternoon, It was that for the 
government of the several counties of the State. 
Several efforts were made to amend it, but all the 
proposed amendments were voted down until the 
question of compensation was reached. Gen. 
Sewell wanted the compensation fixed at $25 per 
year. Senator Hobart wanted it fixed at $150. Be- 
fore any conclusion had been reached the bill was 
laid over ip eo pl 

The bili designed to combat the telegraph con- 
solidation is of more general application than a 
cursory examination indicated, it empowers all 
the railroad companies in;the State to take, receive, 
and transmit dispatches over their telegraph wires 
for the accommodation of the public. This brings 
all the roadsinthe State into direct competition 
with the telegraph companies. Much of the busi- 
ness of the various telegraph lines has heretofore 
been done on the railroad wires, and the embark- 
ing of the railroads in the same business with the 
telegraph companies must seriously cripple the 
business of the latter. 

This evening the Committee on Municipal Cor- 
porations accorded a hearing te those who are in 
favor of the Central Railroad bridge over the gap 
at Washington-street, Jersey City. A large num- 
ber of citizens interested in the construction of the 
bridge was in attendance. Mr. F. G. Wolbert actea 
as master of ceremonies. Addresses were delivered 
by ex-Corporation Attorney Douglas and ex-Gov. 
Bedle and others.

FIRE’S WORK IN PHILADELPHIA. 
SEVERAL BUILDINGS DESTROYED, CAUSING A 

LO88 OF OVER $200,000. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 1.—Fire was discovered 
soon after 6 o’clock this morning in the six-story 
building occupied as a shoe factory by Mayer & 
Stern, at Nos. 212 and 214 Carter’s-alley, a small 
street running between Second and Third streets, 
below Chestnut. Three successive alarms brought 
a large force to the scene, but the fire continued to 
spread rapidly. Owing to the prevailing snow- 
storm, the narrowness of the alley, the great height 
of the buildings, and the network of telegraph wires, 


the firemen experienced much mamcoets 4 in getting 
to work. The flames quickly reached the adjoining 
eight-story brick buil lng, os. 216 and 218, and 
then spread right and left among a number of 
two and three story dwellings and shops in 
the same street. Fire then broke out in the 
five-story brick building, No. 123 Exchange-place, 
and the falling walls demolished Kirchner’s beer 
saloon, No. 119 Exchange-place, and No. 121 ad- 
joining. All of these places were destroyed before 
the fire was checked. This afternoon seven stories 
of the Carter’s-alley wall of the eight-story build- 
ing fell with a terrific crash. but no one was hurt. 
Other high walls are still standing unsupported, 
and the firemen are forcing water against their 
sides to hasten their fall. 

The ‘following are given as the losses by the va- 
rious firms: Mayer & Stern, ladies’ and children’s 
shoes, Nos. 212, 214, and 216 Carter’s-alley, on ready- 
made stock, $40,000; on goods on hand ready for 
shipment, $15,000; on shoe-findings, &c., $10,000; 
on,machinery, $8,000; total, $73,000; insurance, 
$25,000. The Weikel & Smith Spice Com- 
pany, Nos. 218 to 224, Carter’s-alley, on 
stock, $10,000; insurance, $5,500. Samuel 
Larzelere, printer, on stock and machinery, $6,000.

AVERY CREDITABLE LIST OF PICTURES FROM 


WELL-KNOWN PAINTERS. 


The annual collection of paintings, to be 
sold in support of the Artists’ Fund, is apt to be a 
somewhat lame affair. It would be asking too 
much to expect that the members should send their 


finest work. Itis rather to be expected that the 


assembly would look like the offscourings of the 


studios. This year no such result obtains. The 
pictures are often equal to the reputation of their 
painters, and, taken as a whole, neither poor nor 
uninteresting. Very likely there is to be found a 
reason for this fact in the absence of those pic- 
tures of an ambitious turn which artists devote 


most time to and generally reap least reward 


from. So that, while there are hardly any very 


7 
large and highly wrought canvases to be seen, the 
collection really presents the most attractive field 
for buyers who cannot spend by thousands or even 
hundreds, but would gladty embrace an opportu- 
nity to invest a modest sum in the picture of some 
favorite painter. 


The South Room of the Academy of Design having 
been turned into a separate gallery for exhibition, 


with, a pretty new-fangled stairway of oak rising 


into it from the small room to the right of the 
entrance, the 113 contributions to this benevolent 
society are wellseen. It is asign of the better un- 
derstanding of the public on the part of the artists 
and of the artists on the part of the public that the 


National Academy makes these changes; they are 
in the direction of taking lead and control of the 
great body of art work in New-York. Instead of 


existing in an off-hand, unrecognized way, showing 
its trifling collection now in one minor gallery and 
now in another, the Artists’ Fund is, as it were, 
gathered to the bosom of the Academy in order to 
enjoy whatever prestige there may be in the fact 
of recognition on the part of the duly constituted 


authorities, The auction, which is set down for 
Monday and Tuesday evenings of next week, will 


not take place at the Academy, but directly across 
Twenty-third-street, in the hall of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. The auctioneer will be Mr. 
Thomas E. Kirby, whose services on the occasion 
are gratuitous. 

There is another and much more important sign 


of the times in this little representative collection. 


All kinds of painters have a representative in it, 


the old Academicians as well as-the new Paris stu- 
dents. This signis the improvement in the work 


even of many of those older painters whose case 
seemed most desperate, whose vicious system of 
technique Saemeed. mnet: unchangeable. Mr. Louis 
Lang, to be sure, cannot be incluaed in this cate- 

ory, nor Mr. D. M. Carter; but the work of 

fessrs. Cropsey, Hicks, Beard, Cranch, Hubbard, 
and Whittredge is certainly stronger than it used 
to be; or, if notin each case stronger, betrays the 
trace of self-examination and endeavor to change 
their former styles. In the department of marines 
Mr. M. F. H. de Haas has some pleasing river scen- 
ery from one of the broad estuaries of Holland, his 
native land; Mr. Bricher, a sea-shore, with groups 
of overdressed ladies, called ‘“‘Baby is King;” 
Mr. Falconer, ‘‘By the Sea,” and Mr. Quartley, 
a ‘‘Morning, Raritan Bay,” in which the touch of 
Mr. de Haas reappears. The most attractive in 
this line is a knoll, sea-beach, and distant sound b 
Mr. John F. Weir, also called ** By the Sea,” whic 
has such unusual and unexpected excellence that 
one might readily doubt the record in the cata- 
logue were not Mr. Weir’s name on the canvas to 
prove the property. If it be ever decent to offer 
congratulations toa Professor of painting this is 
the occasion. 

Mr. Homer D. Martin has a golden interior of an 
American forest, with water in the foreground. 
As usual, his ores stands alone by itself, so im- 
bued is it with a charm and poetry which few ar- 
tists are so lucky as to own and hardly any gifted 
with the faculty to express. Whoever buys Mr, 
Martin’s ‘September Landscape” has got a friend 
for life. The Messrs. Parton, Arthurand Ernest by 
name, show their usual firm and handsome work, 
Mr. Wordsworth Thompson, with his ‘Along the 
Towpath” and ‘“ Morning on Lago Maggiore,” of- 
fers pictures full of figuresin movement. Mr. W. 
J. Hennessey sends two views from England, and 
one of the best landscapes ever done by Mr. C. C. 
Griswold, who clings to the pleasant artistic path- 
ways in the Eternal City, will be found in his 

limpse of the famous Lake Thrasymene, in Um- 
aoe across the housetops of a typically Italian 

own. 

The name of Ryder must have something aus- 
picious init. Mr. Albert Ryder has nothing here, 
but Mr. P. P. Ryder, who only recently was in- 
dulging in genre pictures the reverse of artistic, has 
two interiors of American farm-houses which show 
that he has passed a crisis in his artistic faculty. 
One is identical in subject with the contribution by 
Mr. Eastman Johnson. Both Mr. Ryder and Mr. 
Johnson have painted an old couple by their fire- 
pee engaged in reading the Bible. The latter is 

his customary vein, perhaps less soft and vague 
in his outlines than ordinarily, but at any rate by 
no means at his second best. Mr. Ryder’s old 
couple are not so well modeled in the nands and 
faces as that of his older and more famous rival; 
but in the general tone of the picture and in the 
arrangement of the figures the younger artist sur- 
passes the senior. Mr. Ryder’ssecond interior, *‘ The 
Last Sensation,’’shows two old country ladies seated 
in the bare but substantial room of a farm-house 
and enjoying a bit of gossip. A third listens just 
outside the door. It is less successful, but far be- 
yond his earlier efforts. Mr. Douglas Volk’s con- 
tributions must not be forgot, nor those of Mr. Ab- 
bott H. Thayer. ‘Tired Out,” by the former, is a 
spirited portrait of a child of 2 years, who is asleep 
in the arm of a negress. Itisasingle arm, and of 
the negress we see only that and her shoulder. 
“Normantiy Fishing Boats” is a sketch in broad 
strokes of a well-grouped family. consisting of 
mother and children. The wind is high and the 
action of one child,Swho points to sea, is excellent. 
Mr. Thayer has the portrait of a young lady, but 
his triumph is in a bunch of ducks hanging against 
a wall. No better painting of feathers has been 
shown in New-York for many a day; one has to go 
to the great men whose pictures are now worth 
their weight in gold to find suitable parallels for 
the handiwork displayed in this unpretending little 
picture. Taken altogether, the collection inau- 
gurates very acceptably the new gallery at the 
Academy of Design.

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MRS. SONDHEIWS FLIGHT 


AN ELOPEMENT WHICH CAUSED A 
STIR IN JEWISH CIRCLES. 
CAREER OF A WOMAN WHO HAS BEEN DI- 
VORCED ONCE/ AND MARRIED TWICE— 
HER HISTORY AS MRS. BLACKSTONE AND 

HER MARRIAGE} WITH MR. SONDHEIM. 


The elopement of Ttirs. Sondheim, the wife of 
a Peari-street cotton bisoker, adds another chapter 
to the very advonturousihistory of a young, hand- 
some, talented, and remarkably fickle woman. 
Mrs. Sondheim is on}y'2 years old, has been twice 
married and once divorced, and is the mother of a 
zhild of whose abduction she was once accused. 
No better illustration:of the brittleness of all her 
ties is furnished than .her renunciation of the reli- 
gion in which she wastneared and her ready accep- 
tation of the precepts-of Judaism. Mrs. Sondheim 
was Halfax born amd Massachusetts bred. 
She is still remembered as a_ very lively 
girl in Springfield, where her parents 
reside. Her father’s narne was Osmund, and her 
mother’s Catharine, Whittaker. Their daughter's 
aame was Lillie A. Whittaker. She received a 
liberal education, was @ fine pianist, and acquired 
some proficiency in the use of the sculptor’s tools 
and the painter’s brush. She had relatives in this 
City, and one of her visits resulted, it is said, in 
making acquaintances which led to her introduc- 
tion to the stage. She was known as Lillie Os- 
borne, and for some time was at the Park Theatre. 
When she wedded Mr. Sammel Sondheim, on the 
2d of November, 1879, .her‘name was Lillie A. 
Blackstone, and she was the divorced wife of J. 
De Trafford Blackstone, a wealthy young agent of 
a cotton mill in Connecticut. 

Mr. Sondheim was then 2%'years old and five 
years her senior. This familyiis one of the most 
nighly respected in Hebrew circles‘in this City, and 
its male members are well known in the mercantile 
world. Mr. Sondheim himself #s a member of the 
firm of Sondheim Brothers, cotton brokers, of No. 
101 Pearl-street. He is handsome, . wealthy, off- 
handed, and liberal, anda favyouite with all who 
know him. His affection for Mrs.sBlackstone was 
sincere. The lady appeared to reciprocate his sen- 
timents. She was a charming conversationailist, 
and to this accomplishment added great per- 
sonal beauty. She was a blonde, with a remarka- 
bly clear skin and ruddy complexion. Her 
hair was her crowning glory, and hung in wavy 
abundance to her very ankles. She was neither 
robust nor slender, but her limbs were well molded 
and in ‘perfect proportion with her figure of me- 
dium height. The Sondheims looked with concern 
upon the relations of the two, and the fact that 
she was of another faith was urged as-an argument 
ugainst their contemplated marriage. Mrs. Black- 
stone was equal to the emergency. She would 
adopt the Jewish religion rather than the match 


should be broken. The Sondheims accepted her 
determination with anything but eagerness. Dr. 
Gustav Gottheil, rabbi of Temple. Emanu- 
El, was applied to by Mr. 'Sondbeim to 
administer to Mrs. Blackstone the rites of 
the Jewish Church. Dr. Gottheil carefully ex- 
amined her character for any flaw, but his most 
raretul inquiries failed to discover any reasons 
why she should not become a proselyte. To him 
Mrs. Blackstone told the story of her life, and as 
only an interesting woman can _tell such a story. 
She submitted unflinchingly to his scrutiny of her 
past history. Much against his inclination, but to 
satisfy members of the tamily, the good rabbi 
finally decided to perform the marriage ceremony. 
This was done at the residence of the groom’s 
nother, and in the presence of the immediate rela- 
sives of the couple. The usual bridal tour, a brief 
absence from the City, and then the settlement of 
the pair in their own home followed. 

Mr. Sondheim purchased a handsome residence 
‘n Yonkers and furnished it luxuriously. He made 
it a garden spot, such as few young wives are per- 
mitted to preside over. Servants were always at 
her call and horses and carriage at herservice. The 
dark-haired daughters of Hebrew millionaires were 
sdvious of Mrs. Sondheim’s lot. She dressed hand- 
somely, went much into society, and her extrava- 
yant tastes were catered to by her indulgent hus- 
band. He was her constant attendant at the opera, 
at balls, parties, and at the watering places. He 
humored her even to the extent of permitting her 
to undertake alone a trip to Europe. This was 
early last Fall. She was gone four months, and 
spent much of her time in Paris. Business engage- 
ments prevented Mr. Sondheim from joining her 
abroad, and she made the return voage alone, ar- 
riving in this City on the 6th of last January on the 
steam-ship Scythia, of the Cunard Line. One of 
Mr. Sondheim’s first acts upon her return was to 
present her with a three-diamond bracelet, valued 
at $1,000. ¢ 

It is now said that one of Mrs. Sondheim’s ac- 
quaintances made aboard the Scythia was a tall, 

ark-complexioned gentleman, lacking only the 
black tights and red-lined cloak to complete a re- 
semblance to the popular picture of Mephistopheles. 
This man, it has since been learned, made an oc- 
casional visit to Yonkers and Mrs. Sondheim shortly ~ 
after her return to her home. Whovhe is, whence 
he came, whither he has gone, are matters 
concerning which the Sondheims profess profound 
ignorance. A dinner party was arranged to be held 
at the residence of Mr, Sondheim's mother, in this 
City, on the evening of Wednesday, Jan. 19. . Mr. 
Sondheim left his home that morning with the un- 
derstanding that his wife would meet him at his 
mother’s in the evening. Mrs. Sondheim herself 
agreed to the plan. She failed to keep the ap- 
pointment, and a hurried drive to Yonkers to know 
the reason was taken by the husband. Mrs. Sond- 
heim was missing. She was in her apartments as 
usual up to noon, and then she was observed to 
leave the house. She left anote informing her 
husband that she had abandoned him for another— 
her steam-ship acquaintance it is now surmised. 
She had taken her wardrobe and jewelry, including 
the diamond bracelet, and also a check for $1,000, 
which Mr. Sondheim gave her the day before for 
‘household expenses,” as she expressed it, when she 
asked for the money. She left behind her a number 
of rare and costly peeees of lace, which she brought 
from Paris. The dinner party was broken up that 
aight, and Mr. Sondheim began a search for 
traces of the fugitives. They successfully eluded 
nim. He was nearly crazed with grief, and fre- 
yuently declared that he would forgive and forget 
the past if she would only return. His . family 
zounseled him to forget the worthless object of his 
affection, and their influence finally prevailed. He 
returned to his business some days ago, and a 
lawyer is now engaged in procuring a divorce from 
the heartless spouse. It is hardly necessary to say 
that the family are well pleased at finding their 
sircle rid of the late Mrs. Sondheim, although they 
str og tenderest sympathy for the afflicted hus- 
band. 

The first time that this lady appeared prominent- 
ly before the public was in October, 1878, when she 
successfully abducted her child, which was then in 
the custody of her divorced husband, J. De Traf- 
ford Blackstone. Mr. Blackstone is the eldest son 
of the Hon. Lorenzo Blackstone, a wealthy cotton 
manufacturer of Norwich, Conn., a Director in the 
Chicago and Alton Railroad, and a brother of the 
President of that road. The elder Blackstone was 
also Mayor oz Norwich when the abduction oc- 
eurred. De Trafford was married to Lillie A. Whit- 
taker in 1875, and the event created quite a sur- 
prise in Norwich society, from which all knowledge 
or the engagement seems to have been studiously 
kept. He was then agent of the Totoket Cotton 
Mills, at Oecum, a neighboring village. They set- 
tled in a handsome residence in the aristocratic 
quarter of Norwich. Thenceforth Mrs. Black- 
stone’s claims to recognition were unquestioned 
by society. During the Christmas holidays 
of 1877 Mrs. Blackstone suddenly left Nor- 
wich. A partial explanation was afforded 
some weeks later by the granting of her 
application to the Superior Court for a divorce on 
the ground of cruelty. Mr. Blackstone continued 
to reside with their only child, a boy of two years, 
in their Broadway residence. In the third week of 
October, 1878, the father went to Chicago on busi- 
ness, leaving his child in the hands of a nurse and 
of Mrs. Baron, his housekeeper. Mrs. Blackstone, 
who had been hovering in the vicinity, was kept 
informed of these facts.

They were 
firiven rapidly to the Norwich and New-York pier, 
where the steamer City of Lawrence was getting 
np steam for her trip to New-York. The alarm was 
iven to the Police and to the brother of De Traf- 
ford Blackstone, William N., who was officiating as 
usher at a wedding reception in the city. Several 
policemen were offered handsome rewards if they 
would beard the abducting party and return the 
child. But the Norwich peelers are prejudiced in 
favor of ladies, and not one of them volunteered 
his services. The lawyers were then consulted, and 
the Connecticut statutes from blue-law days down 
were vainly searched for some section that 
would warrant the interception of Mrs. Black- 
stone. Lawyers never before so fully realized 
the value of time, for the our for 
casting off the lines of the om Hoe Lawrence was 
vlose at hand.

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MR. SWEZEY NOT YET HEARD FROM. 


BELIEVED TO BE IN CANADA—HOW THE 
FORGERIES WERE DISCOVERED. 

The main subject of conversation among the 
merchants of the dry goods district yesterday was 
the disappearance of John A. Swezey, of the firm 
of Swezey & Dart, and the allegations that he had 
committed forgeries on several large Western firms 
to the extent of about $75,000. Not the least sus- 
picion of any collusion with his partner in the 
crime attaches to Mr. Dart. who is overwhelmed at 
the disaster which has engulfed the firm. He was 
at his office yesterday for some time, watching the 


Deputy Sheriffs in charge, who were taking account 
of stock. He declined to say anything on the sub- 
ect of his partner’s flight, referring all questions to 
is counsel, Mr. E. K. Jones. This gentleman had 
nothing new to communicate in addition to what 
was published in yesterday’s Tres. Andrew 
McLean, a manufacturer of netting, of No. 256 
West T'wenty-second-street, secured an attach- 
ment yesterday against Swezey & Dart for 
$921 60. This makes four attachments _is- 
sued against the property of the firm. The 
assets and liabilities have not yet been 
ascertained. Mr. Swezey’s whereabouts are still 
unknown. O. M. Bogart, the note broker who 
sold several of the forged notes for Swezey, said to 
a Times reporter: “There is no doubt that the 
man has runaway. On Friday afternoon he bor- 
rowed $1,500 from an intimate triend, whose name 
I am not at liberty to give you, promising to send 
acheck for it in the morning. That money furnished 
him the means of escaping. We think he has gone 
to Canada, where he has friends who might conceal 
him; but up to this time we have not been able to 
trace his movements after he borrowed the $1,500. 
I wish you would. say in Tae Timxs that we stand 
ready to give our'check to the holder of any notes 
which we have sold bearing the indorsement of 
Swezey & Dart. We do not mean that our custom- 
eYs shall lose a cent by any transaction with us.” 

‘How much do you expect to lose yourself?” 
asked the reporter. ‘‘ We cannot tell that at pres 
ent, for we do not know how many of the notes 
which we have sold were genuine, and how many 
were forged. I should estimate our loss at from 
$15,000 to $20,000. but as yet we do not even know 
how much the stock of the firm amounts to. We 
made one attachment large enough to cover any 
probable loss by the forgeries, but it is impossible 
to say how much we will realize.” 

Mr. Oliver M. Buckingham, another creditor who 
secured an attachment on Monday, said the disap- 

earance of Swezey was almost as great a shock to 
him as though the man had been his own brother. 
Swezey was one of the most popular merchants in 
the dry goods district, and his firm was doing a 
good business. At Bradstreet’s no further informa- 
tion was to be had, except that the fact of the 
forgeries had been known at the agency for a 
week, but all efforts to trace them to their author 
had failed until Monday. The discovery was made 
by the Importers and Traders’ Bank, which held 
one of the forged notes, and sent notice to the sup- 
posed makers.. Word came back that no such note 
had ever been given by the firm, but in the meantime 
Swezey had taken it up. The bank endeavored to 
gain possession of the note again, but Swezey said 
he had destroyed it. Then, suspecting that_ his 
crime had been discovered, he fied from the City. 
Swezey left nis wife, a most estimable lady, and 
two sons with no money. several creditors of the 
firm, when this fact was made known to them on 
Monday, atsonce raised a sum of $100, which they 
sent to Mrs. Swezey. The names of the subscribers 
to this genenous fund are withheld at their own re- 
quest. 

It was said yesterday that the forgeries had been 
systematically carried on for a period of two years, 
but Mr. Swezey had escaped detection by takin 

.up the notes before maturity. As they were all 
made payable atthe office of Swezey & Dart the 
. chance of discovery was very small. The bank ac- 
, count of the firm at the;Citizens’ National Bank was, 
“itis said, overdrawn by Mr. Swezey about $2,000, 
« The merchandise indebtedness of the firm is about 
$20,000, of which there is due to Ocar H. Sampson 
, & Co., $6,000; Buckingham & Paulson, $2,481 03; 
‘Deering, Milliken & Co., $2,000, and Warner & Co., 
* $1,500. The affidavit of Richard W. Bogart, of the 
firm of O. M. Bogart & Co., the note brokers who 
; sold the notes, upon which their attachment was 
granted, alleges that the firm of Swezey & Dart is 
indebted tothem for $62,512 18; that between Oct. 1, 
' 1880, and Jan. 28, 1881, through fraud and deceit, end 
; the use of false tokens——certain forged bills and ac- 
} ceptances—ana with intent to deceive and defraud, 
‘ they induced the plaintiffs, who believed the notes, 
j bills, and acceptances to be genuine and 
¢valid business paper, to advance to them 
by way of discount, sums of money amounting to 
\ $62,512 13, between the,dates above mentioned, no 
¥ part of which has been paid. He further deposes 
“that he was informed by Mr. Joseph Dart that Mr. 
* John A. Swezey, who had the entire management of 
the pecuniary affairs of the firm, and who alone is 
} responsible for the utterance of the forged paper, 
,and for the perpetration of the fraud and deceit, 
zhas absconded and departed from the State with 
* intent to defraud the creditors of the firm. 
H President Perkins, of the Importers’ and Traders’ 
* National Bank, said yesterday that all the paper 
, the bank held had been taken up, and that it did 
not hold any now. Itis also stated that none of 
‘the forged paper was entered on the firm's books 
* by Mr. Swezey, and that the exact amount out will 
‘not be known for some time yet. The names used 
*were generally those of Western firms of high 
standing in St. Louis, Cleveland, Chicago, and De- 
troit. Mr. Dart is endeavoring to effect a settle- 
ment of the firm’s affairs by turning over all the 
property to the creditors, both firm and individual, 
. provided he receives a release, and the prospects 
) are very favorable for such a settlement.

WHY THE GENERAL COMMITTEE DID NOT 
MEET LAST EVENING. 

When the Republican General Committee of 
Kings County adjourned in January the Daggett 
and Worth-Jourdan factions, into which the com- 
mittee has been divided since it first came together 
this year, were so equal in point of numbers that 
neither was able to assert supremacy. The point 
in dispute was. the organization of the Executive 
Committee of the General Committee. Mr. 
Daggett had been elected Chairman of 


the Executive Committee by a majority 
of one,but the Worth-Jourdan faction claimed that 
the Representative in that committee from the 
town of New-Lots was not entitled to his seat, 
and that as he voted for Mr. Daggett, 
that gentleman’s majority of one = was 
illegal. Owing to parliamentary tactics, re- 
sembling much the Irish policy of obstruction, 
the Daggett men at the last meeting of the commit- 
tee prevented their opponents from reaching the 
report of the committee appointed to consider the 
contest from New-Lots. Last evening’s meeting 
was, therefore, looked forward to by both factions 
with a good deal of interest. When the delegates 
to the committee crowded up the stairs leading to 
Sawyer’s Hall, where the committee has 
been in the habit of holding its meet- 
ings, they were confronted on the _ second’ 
janding with a large piece of white paste- 
board which bore the legend in large let- 
tert, ‘‘The committee room will not be opened 
until the rent is paid.” A plank, on which three 
men were seated, crossed the foot of the stairway 
leading directly to the hall, barred further progress 
in that direction. It was ascertained that Mr. 
H. B. Schaarman, of the Twenty-first Ward, 
had paid the rent of the room up to 
the 10th of this month, but, as the 
hall had been taken until the ist of May, John B. 
Riley, the proprietor, refused to permit a meeting 
to be held until some responsible person 
guaranteed the payment of the rent until 
May. Much confusion prevailed, but 
at length an improvised meeting was 
held on the stairway, at which both factions 
agreed to adjourn until the call of the Chair. There 
were rumors that the Worth-Jourdan faction had 
caused the meeting to be prevented because they 
bad not the 70 votes necessary under the rules of 
the Assembly, under which the committee is now 
working, to adopt the by-laws, and counter- 
rumors that the Daggett men were instrumental in 
preventing the meeting In order to procure more 
time in which to secure additional votes for their 


side. 
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REAL ESTATE TRANSACTIONS. 

The book-manufacturing firm of Corlies & 
Macy has purchased for $185,000 the premises on 
the south-west corner of Liberty and Nassau 
streets, a portion of which they have occupied for 
a number of years, and which are knowt as Nos! 


87 and 89 Nassau-street and Nos. 56 and 58 Liberty- 
street. The General Synod of the Reformed 
Church in America loaned them $140,000 upon the 
property for a period of five years. Four lots, 
each having a frontage of 25 feet upon the south 
side of Sixty-fifth-street, east of Fifth-avenue, have 
been acquired by Rosanna Spaulding, who ob- 
tained a loan of $146,000 from the New-York Life 
Insurance Company upon the property. The build- 
ings, with plot of Jand 75 by 105, on the north-west- 
erly corner of Broadway and Duane-street, and 
known as Nos. 305, 307, and 809 Broadway, have 
been sold by John Gemme! and others to Ezekiel J, 
M. Hale for $250,100. William Noble and wife, for

A RAILROAD COMPANY BEATEN. 
HORSE CARS CANNOT YET BE RUN THROUGH 
FORTY-SECOND-STREET. 

An injunction perpetually restraining the 
Forty-second-Street, Manhattanville and St. Nicho- 
las-Avenue Railroad Company from laying tracks 
and operating a horse railway in Forty-second- 
street, between Tenth-avenue and the East River, 
was granted yesterday by Chief-Justice Sedgwick, 
in Superior Court, Special Term. The railroad 
company in. question was organized under the 
General Railroad law in 1878, and then obtained, 
by assignment from Isaac M. Walton and others, 


a franchise granted by the Legislature in 
1873 for the building of a railway from 
the foot of West Thirty-fourth-street through 
Twelfth -avenue, Forty-second-street, and 
Tenth-avenue to Manhattan-street, and thence 
across town to the East River at the foot of One 
Hundred and Tenth-street. By a vote of two- 
thirds of its Directors, the company decided to 
change its route and runits tracks through Forty- 
second-street to the Hast River. To make itse 
strong in taking this action it applied to the Board 
of Aldermen for permission to operate its 
road in Forty-second-street, east of Tenth- 
avenue. The application was warmly opposed, but 
a majority of the Aldermen votea to grant it. 
The laying of tracks in Forty-second-street was de- 
layed by temporary injunctions obtained from the 
Supreme Court, and it was not begun until August 
last. It had progressed but ashort distance when 
Mr. William ft Webb, owner of the Hotel Bristol, 
at the corner of Fifth-avenue and Forty-second- 
street, brought the present suit. Mr. Webb assert- 
ed that the laying of the tracks was unauthorized 
by law, and that if the railroad were permitted to 
be operated in front of. his premises it would bea 
puisance and work great pecuniary injury to him. 
Chief-Justice ta deo in his opinion, pointed 
out that the general Railroad law was amended in 
1860 by an act declaring that, no railroad should 
thereafter be constructed in the City of New-York 
unless its designated route had been specifically 
approved by the Legislature. The defendant com- 
pany having been organized under the general 
Railroad law, he held that it had no right to con- 
struct a railroad upon any of the streets in this 
City until it procured the franchise from Walton 
and others by assignment, which franchise was 
limited and restricted in accordance with the law 
of 1860. The route thus acquired by the company 
could not, therefore, be changed as it could 
if the company were bound only by 
the provisions of the general Railroad law. 
Chief-Justice Sedgwick said that the franchise ac- 
quired by the company under the general Railroad 
act and that acquired by assignment could not be 
so mingled that powers conferred by the former 
should overcome restrictions put upon the latter 
by statute. The latter Speyer rf defined the com- 
pany’s route, and implied a prohibition against the 
construction-of the railroad elsewhere than in the 
streets named init. The general Railroad act per- 
mitted a change of route, but only on condition 
that the line could be improved thereby. Judge 
Sedgwick held that there was no _ proof 
that the extension of the defendant com- 
pany’s line through Forty-second-street was 
an improvement or anything more than an en- 
largement of the franchise which properly con- 
trolled the company. He decided that such an ex- 
tension was improper, and should not be permit- 
ted; that the condition of Forty-second-street 
would be materially changed by it, and that Mr. 
Webb, the plaintiff, would be caused injury thereby. 
Mr. 0. E. Bright appeared for the plaintiff, and 
Mr. Rastus A. Ransom for the defendant.

STILL WITHOUT A PRESIDENT. 

Another series of ballots for permanent Presi- 
dent were taken by the Board of Aldermen yester- 
day with the usual barren result. As soon as the 
roll had been called Alderman Strack moved that 
Alderman Slevin be temporary Chairman. The 
Clerk was about to put it to vote when Alderman 
Slevin declared his belief that the selection of a 
temporary Chairman was irregular under the 
charter, and held that the Clerk was the only. per- 
son who could preside until a President was elect- 
ed. Alderman McClave said there was no warrant 
for the election of temporary Chairmen except 
custom, and Aldermen Sauer and Hawes agreed 


with him. The latter thought the precedent had 
better be followed for the sake of convenience. <A 
majority of the Aldermen thought the same, and 
Alderman Slevin took the Chairman’s seat. Ten 
ballots were taken, one after the other. On the first 
the vote was as follows: 

For Alderman Hilliard—Messrs. Finck, Hawes, Mc- 
Clave, Perlsy, Seaman, Welis—6. 

For Alderman. Mc Avoy—Messrs. Autenreith, Cava- 
nagh, Keenan, B, Kenney, Murphy, Power, Sauer, 
Sheils, Strack--9.

Aldermen Coggey and Waite were absent. On 
the second ballot the Republicans changed their 
votes to Alderman Seaman, and to Alderman 
Waite on the fifth. Alderman Wells secured their 
votes on the eighth ballot, so that the Republicans 
have now voted in turn for each of their members. 
The Democratic vote remained without change 
during the 10 ballots, except that Alderman Cava- 
nagh voted for Alderman Finck on the fifth ballot. 
The board adjourned to Monday.

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DEATH OF CHARLES DEVLIN. 
CAREER OF THE CONTRACTOR AND THE 
BONDSMAN OF WILLIAM M. TWEED. 


Charles Devlin, one of the best-known con- 
tractors in the City, and who in 1871 was one of the 
bondsmen of William M. Tweed, died at his resi- 
dence, No. 811 East Fifty-seventh-streot, of pneu- 
monia, yesterday afternoon at 4o’clock. Mr. Dev- 
lin was born in Ireland in 1805, and came to this 
country when about 27 years of age. He found em- 
ployment as a journeyman baker in Frankfort- 
street, and afterward inthe same street operated 
a large bakery of his own. Ten or fifteen 


ears later he obtained contracts on the 

udson River Railroad and built several sections 
of track. This occupied him about two years, 
and he then began his career as a contractor for 
City works in New-York, in which business he was 
engaged during nearly all his subsequent life. 
Several contracts which he had were for work in 
the Park, but the greater part of them were for 
agen paving, and otherwise improving streets. 

e accumulated a large fortune, and it is believed 
that at the height of his business prosperity he was 
the largest contractor then engaged on public 
works. Besides being onthe bond of Tweed, he 
was on that of Genet, circumstances which brought 
him into considerable public notice at the time. 
He indorsed notes for many of his friends, and 
from this and similar causes lost heavily. Finally, 
about two years ago, he went through bankreptcy. 
A suit of his involving a large sum is now pending 
against the City, having been frequently in court 
during the past five yearsand more. At present 
itis before a Referee. 

Mr. Devlin was concerned in politics but little, so 
far as holding or seeking office went. About 12 
years ago he ran for Alderman against Robert Mc- 
Ginnis, and Fernando Wood, while Mayor, made 
him Street Commissioner. He leaves a widow and 
five children—three daughters and twosons. His 
son John B. is also a contractor, and Joseph A. is 
interested in contracts. One daughter, Mrs. Mary 
Tully, is a widow; another, Isabella, is the wife of 
Henry A. Brann, a lawyer, and the third, Fanny A.,, 
the wife of William F. Croft, a real estate operator 
and builder. It is believed that Mr. Devlin leaves 
a very large estate, consisting chiefly of real prop- 
erty. He owns about 75 City lots, on some of 
which are houses. The funeral is appointed for to- 
morrow morning, at 10 o'clock, from the house, 
— the burial in the family vault at Calvary Cem- 
etery.

POLICE BOARD AFFAIRS.

In a communication on the same subject 
Capt. Williams says that the Inspectors employed 
by the Mayor upon whose reports the complaints 
were based know very little about the culverts, 
and still less about the City, and their ob- 
servations must have been made from the 
Diatforms of street cars.

GETTING CHANGE TO DEFRAUD. 

Alfred Marks, a well-dressed young Ameri- 
can Jew, who claims to be a diamond broker, was 
held for trial in the Essex Market Court yesterday 
ona charge of swindling. His operations are al- 
leged to have been extensive, and heis said to have 
victimized a number of people. His plan has been, 


it appears, to go into a store with large sums of 
money in his possession, and, after tendering a bill 
of large denomination in payment of a small pur- 
chase, to claim an error in the change, and thus se- 
cure more money than is rightfully due him. Itis 
said that on April 19 he asked Henry C. Jahne, of 
No. 27 Park-row, to change a one-hundred-dollar 
bill, having in his possession at that time 
$1,100. He asked to have some of the money in 
silver, and it is alleged that he stole a twenty-dol- 
lar gold piece while Jahne was giving him the 
change and disappeared. Jahne sent notice to the 
Police of the circumstances, but the accused 
eluded arrest. Last week he was arraigned in the 
Tombs on the charge of defrauding a lady cashier 
out of $10 by claiming a mistake in the change of a 
fifty-dollar bill. He succeeded in getting off, how- 
ever. Roundsman Reilley, of the Essex Market 
Court squad, heard of this adventure, and, recog- 
nizing Marks as the man accused of swindiing Mr. 
Jahne, rearrested him and brought him before 
Justice Smith yesterday. The magistrate fixed his 
bail at $500 to answer Mr. Jahne’s complaint. He 
was committed to prison in default of security.

A NEW HOME FOR AGED HEBREWS. 
The third day’s session of Grand Lodge No. 
1, B’nai B’rith, in Fernando’s Assembly Rooms yes- 
terday, was mainly devoted to discussion on a 
proposition to pay the endowment fund of $1,000 
to the widow of the late Benjamin Meyer. Some 
of the members contended that the endowment 


should be paid from the treasury of Edward 
Everett Lodge, but, of course, this was opposed 
by the members of that lodge, and _ resolu- 
tions were finally adopted directing the Com- 
mittee on Endowments to “pay forthwith the 
sum of $1,000 to the heirs of Benjamin Meyer, 
and requesting the President of the Grand Lodge 
to ‘“‘censure Edward Everett, Lodge No. 97, on 
their laxity in carrying out the laws of the order.” 
One of the recommendations in the report of the 
President was that a home for aged and infirm 
Hebrews be erected. The order owns nine and one- 
half acres of ground at Yonkers, and, after a pro- 
tracted discussion, it was decided to erect a home 
on the grounds at an expense, including equipment, 
of not more than $60,000.
